Syphilis 
on the 
decline

F or the first time in four years, 
data suggests an outbreak of 
syphilis among San Francisco’s 
gay men is on the decline. Since 1999, 
health officials have been alarmed at 
a spike in the sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease among men who have sex with 
men, fearing it could also mark a rise 
in HIV transmission. 

Now, according to the health de¬ 
partment’s November epidemiology 
report, the number of early cases of 
syphilis so far this year is at 285, a de¬ 
crease from the 318 cases at this point 
in 2002. Across the board, the city has 
recorded fewer cases of syphilis in 
2003 than it did in 2002. During the 
first nine months of 2003, the city re¬ 
ported 459 cases of new and latent 
syphilis, a drop from 495 during the 
same time period in 2002. 

“We haw seen the number of eases^. 
toward the end of 2003 start to level 
off and perhaps come down. This is a 
great opportunity to get people test¬ 
ed, get their partners treated, and get 
this epidemic under control,” said Dr. 
Jeffrey Klausner, director of the San 
Francisco Department of Public ^

Milk and Hoscone 
families attend march

W e are a gentle angry people,” several hundred peo¬ 
ple sang on Sunday, November 23, in front of the 
late Supervisor Harvey Milk’s old camera store on 
Castro Street. “We are gay and straight together, we 
are singing for our lives.” 

The song - written by Holly Near after the murders of Milk 
and Mayor George Moscone - was appropriate for the diverse 
crowd, which had gathered to commemorate the men a quar¬ 
ter century after they were gunned down by former Supervisor 
Dan White in City Hall on November 27,1978. 

The 25th annual Milk March was one of the largest in re¬ 
cent years, with ah estimated 1,000 people in attendance, in¬ 
cluding members of both murdered men’s families. This year’s 
event included an afternoon of performance in the Castro and 
a post-march rally in Collingwood Park. Milk’s camera shop 
was a stop along the route, which looped from Harvey Milk 
Plaza to Church Street, up 18th and Castro, and onto Colling¬ 
wood. An altar had been placed in front of the shop at 575 Cas¬ 
tro Street, and people have been leaving brief notes since Sun¬ 
day, said organizer Tommi Avicolli Mecca. The new store’s own¬ 
ers have agreed to leave the altar up through Thanksgiving and 
the collected messages will be turned over to the archives at the 
GLBT Historical Society, Avicolli Mecca said Monday. 

Many community leaders and allies participated in the

O fficials at the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center have se¬ 
lected a gay couple to op¬ 
erate the long vacant cafe space 
within the building. If all goes as 
planned, the new Three Dollar Bill 
Cafe should open in spring 2004. 

“We wanted something that 
was fun, was queer, but we didn’t 
really want to go with the rainbow 
pride route. We wanted something 
more clever. It is an expression 
many people know; it implies 
‘queer as...,”’ explained Vince Constabileo 
about the name selection. 

Constabileo, 34 and his domestic partner 
of 14 years, Peter Howells, 39, beat out three 
other competing proposals for the cafe that 
center officials reviewed. The couple lives 
only two blocks from the center in the Hayes 
Valley neighborhood. 

“It is a very convenient, nice commute,” 
said Constabileo. “We live in the neighbor¬ 
hood and were very much looking forward 
for the cafe opening in the center. It never 
did, so we inquired and they said they were 
accepting proposals.” 

The two men have never owned a business 
before, with Constabileo working as a free¬ 
lance writer and Howells as a Web designer. 
But the two are confident they can make the 
cafe a successful venture. 



“We are used to work¬ 
ing on our own and bud¬ 
geting and filing quarter¬ 
ly taxes. We thought this 
would be a great change 
of pace,” said Consta¬ 
bileo. 

The men have signed 
a letter of intent with the 
center and expect to have 
finalized their lease nego¬ 
tiations in December. 
The lease will be for five 
years. 

Center Executive Di- 
rector Thom Lynch 
would not disclose the terms of the deal, cit¬ 
ing ongoing discussions with the couple. 

“We are still negotiating some of the 
points. We have some ideas but nothing I 
want to go public with yet,” said Lynch of 
how much revenue the cafe will generate for 
the building. “We think it will be good for 
both parties.” 

He said the applicants had nixed his sug¬ 
gestion to call it Bottoms Cafe, a play on 
words with the It’s Tops diner across the 
street. 

“Isn’t that a great name?” Lynch said of 
the Three Dollar Bill choice. 

The cafe naming rights had been given to 
Thomas White, a 68-year-old gay multimil¬ 
lionaire who donated $250,000 to the center 
in 2002 and is currently incarcerated in the

Under One Roof 
CEO steps down

I I aul Olsen, who has led 
s. .. 1 Under One Roof - the store 
that benefits numerous 
AIDS service organizations - since 
1999, will step down early next 
year. The agency plans to conduct 
an external search for a successor. 

“There’s absolutely no drama,” 
Olsen told the Bay Area Reporter on 
Friday, November 21. “As I told the 
staff, it’s just one of those things.” 

Olsen, who joined the store in 
1996 as general manager and be¬ 
came chief executive officer on 
1999, plans to stay on to help en¬ 
sure a smooth transition. 

In a statement, Olsen ex¬ 
plained his decision to step down. 
“While I value this organization 
and the dedicated volunteers and 
staff that are its soul, we have 
reached the point where it’s time 
for someone else to leave his/her 
mark on the organization. This is 
a time of tremendous potential 
for Under One Roof, and the in¬ 
frastructure is in place for some¬ 
one else to come on board and 
help realize that potential. I’m 
looking forward to new challenges 
for myself, and continued involve¬ 
ment in this terrific organization.” 

One of Olsen’s greatest success¬ 
es was helping oversee the move of 
Under One Roof to its present lo¬ 
cation at 549 Castro Street. Since 
1990, when the store opened on 
Market Street, store operations 


have generated close to $10 mil¬ 
lion in revenue for ASOs. Five 
years ago, when the store moved to 
its Castro Street location, sales 
grew by more than 60 percent and 
the board of directors transitioned 
from a community-based found¬ 
ing board to a working/profes- 
sional board, Olsen noted. 

There are now 42 ASOs that 
benefit from proceeds generated 
by purchases made at the store. 
Olsen said that the store raises “a 
little less than $1 million a year” 
for the ASOs. 

“Paul leaves behind a strong 
organization and I want to thank 
him for his contributions and the 
strategic thinking he brought to 
key Under One Roof initiatives,” 
stated Howard Thornton, board 
chairman and president of Trian¬ 
gle Studio. “His participation in 
executing the move to the new 
Castro Street location was a major 
factor in its success.” 

Olsen said he expects to stay on 
“certainly through the end of Jan¬ 
uary.” He also expects to do vol¬ 
unteer work at the store. 

Under One Roof is accepting 
applications for the position of 
executive director through Janu¬ 
ary 10 with a goal of having a new 
director in place by the first of 
February.

he negativity of stereotypes 
aside, gay men admittedly 

■ are known to judge a book 
by its cover. And nowhere is this 
more true than in this year’s 
runoff race for mayor. 

While Supervisors Gavin New¬ 
som and Matt Gonzalez wrangle 
over political stances and policy 
positions on homelessness, school 
funding, and economic develop¬ 
ment, voters have also been pay¬ 
ing attention to their outwardly 
appearance. 

For months now, Newsom’s 
good looks and Gonzalez’s di¬ 
sheveled appearance have been 
whispered about in bars, restau¬ 
rants, and living rooms. Even po¬ 
litical columnists have devoted 
space to how each candidate’s fa¬ 
cade seems to attract different sets 
of people. 

A-gays are said to be following 
behind the dapper Newsom, a 
supposedly silver-spoon fed De¬ 
mocrat who shows up at cam¬ 
paign events impeccably dressed. 
His hair is so slicked back even the 
city’s infamous ocean-fueled 
winds fail to tussle it. 

Along with the straight women 
said to be ogling Gonzalez, there 
are the progressive gay boys and 
girls who eschew LGBT for queer. 
A Green Party member and pres¬ 
ident of the Board of Supervisors, 
Gonzalez would have no problem 
fitting in at the Stud. The stud 
muffins at the South of Market 
bar could care less if one’s suit is a 
hand-me-down or your coif re¬ 
coils are being combed. 

From presidential wannabes 
on down to city council seat pur¬ 
suers, candidates are always 
judged by their looks. In politics, 
everything is game when assessing 
who should be elected. 

And while they laugh when 
asked if their looks are drawing 
into their camps the gays for 


Gavin and queers for Matt, both 
campaigns are cognizant of the 
fact that their candidate’s image is 
everything. 

“He is the perfect Queer Eye for 
the Straight Guy makeover,” joked 
Gonzalez campaign manager En¬ 
rique Pearce, a gay man himself, of 
his preferred replacement for 
termed-out Willie Brown. “Listen, 
I have worked with both Matt and 
Gavin. I have seen them up close; 
I have seen, you know, the hard 
casket that is Gavin Newsom with 
gelled hair. I have seen Matt in his 
rumpled suits, slouched over. And 
I can honestly tell you both of 
them are good looking guys. 

“But their characters are very, 
very different,” added Pearce. 
“They are worlds part.” 

Now that he has survived the 
November election, where he beat 
out seven other contenders for the 
second-place spot, Gonzalez 
seems to be more focused on his 
personal presentation. Political 
watcher Arthur Evans, in one of 
his “What I saw today” scribes, 
noted recently that the candidate 
“was sporting a new do, shorter 


and neater, and wearing a dark 
blue suit that actually fit. His pos¬ 
ture improved, too.” 

Pearce, who spoke with the Bay 
Area Reporter as Gonzalez was un¬ 
available, noted that during the 
campaign leading up to the No¬ 
vember vote, a larger than life 
Newsom billboard poster loomed 
over the gay men gathered outside 
eateries on upper Market Street. 

“You know what I think is re¬ 
ally funny is the fact Gavin New¬ 
som tries to very clearly market 
himself for the gay community,” 
said Pearce, pointing out that in 
the photo Newsom had opened 
his shirt a little bit. “I found that 
hysterical.” 

Asked about the way looks may 
be playing a factor in the race after 
winning the endorsement of 
openly gay Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty, Newsom smiled and 
laughed at the question at first. He 
then responded that, “I don’t care 
what you look like. If you don’t 
have a record to stand on then you 
don’t get support.” 

Smiling once again, he added,

Castro tree project 
moves forward

oncerns over liability issues, 
| and opposition to the plant- 
lyP ing of cherry trees, have de¬ 
layed a beautification project 
along the Castro business corri¬ 
dor. 

To speed along the project, city 
officials have stepped in to spear¬ 
head the process and assume lia¬ 
bility for the trees. Department of 
Public Works staff have now ap¬ 
proached the community to de¬ 
termine which trees will be plant¬ 
ed along Castro Street. 

Along with the disputed cherry 
trees, other choices include gink¬ 
gos, queen palms, and arbutus 
marina. A decision needs to be 
made by the end of the year so 
that planting can proceed some¬ 
time in January at the earliest. 

The issue will be addressed at 
next week’s meeting of the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro. At the merchant group’s meet¬ 
ing earlier this month, a decision 
on which tree species to support 
was postponed due to differences 
over tree preferences. Some mer¬ 
chants are opposed to cherry 
trees, complaining that when the 
trees’ blossoms drop they are 
blown inside stores and require 
staff to sweep up the petals. Other 
business owners support the 
plants, saying the tree’s brilliant 
pink flowers in the spring will 
brighten up the streetscape. 

Residents of the neighborhood 
have mostly supported the planti¬ 
ng of cherry trees, which already 
line several blocks of 19th Street 
in the Castro and dot 18th Street. 
Gustavo Serina, president of the 
Eureka Valley Promotion Associa¬ 
tion, said that although the resi¬ 
dential group fully supports the 
planting of trees, it has not taken 
an official stance on which trees 


should line Castro Street. 

“Many of our members work¬ 
ing on this were in favor of the 
cherry trees,” he said. “I just hope 
they have trees that are green all 
year round, that is my personal 
opinion.” 

Trees have been planted with 
less fanfare and controversy along 
residential streets in the Castro. 
Volunteers planted 39 trees in the 
neighborhood on November 15. 
The planting - as well as the pro¬ 
posed planting scheduled in the 
commercial areas - was inspired 
by Supervisor Bevan Dufty’s pro¬ 
posal for a “Castro Renaissance,” 
an effort to make the neighbor¬ 
hood more clean, vibrant, and 
welcoming. 

This summer, Castro resident 
Hank Matallana began organizing 
neighbors to plant trees on their 
property in the median between 
the sidewalk and the street. Work¬ 
ing with the nonprofit Friends of 
the Urban Forest, Matallana re¬ 
cruited neighbors largely through 
word of mouth. 

Matallana signed up more than 
25 residents to plant trees on their 
properties. The residents paid FUF 
$150 for each tree, planting decid¬ 
uous pear, magnolia, mayten, ar¬ 
butus marina, Washington thorn 
and other species of their choice 
from FUF’s catalog of trees. On 
Saturday, November 15, the resi¬ 
dents gathered with about other 25 
other volunteers to plant the trees, 
following a presentation by FUF 
staffers on planting techniques. 

“People had a really wonderful 
time,” said Matallana. “It was great 
for people to participate, talk to 
each other, and really cooperate to 
achieve the goal of planting. Peo¬ 
ple really chipped in with every¬ 
thing they had.” 

A tree planting in the Castro’s 
commercial strip will happen in 
early 2004, according to DPW of¬ 


ficials and leaders of MUMC. The 
commercial planting, which will 
occur along Castro Street between 
Market and 19th streets, was ini¬ 
tially planned to coincide with the 
residential planting, but was de¬ 
layed due to merchants’ concerns. 
Under the initial plan, merchants 
planting trees in front of their 
property would have been asked 
to sign agreements with FUF ac¬ 
cepting liability for water pipes 
broken during digging or pedes¬ 
trian injuries caused by trees. 

“When organizers started 
walking around to visit all of the 
businesses that were potential tree 
sites, several merchants were in¬ 
terested, but after reading [the 
agreement] they called back and 
said they weren’t going to sign it,” 
said Gary Weiss, owner of the 
shop Ixia and one of the tree¬ 
planting organizers in the com¬ 
mercial area of the Castro. 

To alleviate the concerns, the 
DPW adopted the project. The de¬ 
partment plans to mail a letter to 
Castro Street merchants in early 
2004 informing them that trees 
will be planted, giving commercial 
property owners a chance to ob¬ 
ject to planting on their property 
if they want. Under the new plan, 
“the trees and any damage or lia¬ 
bility these trees may cause is the 
responsibility of the city,” accord¬ 
ing to the city’s acting urban 
forester Tony Wolcott. 

Along Castro Street, the city 
hopes to plant 12 new trees and 
replace 21 old ones, according to 
Jessica Perez, associate landscape 
architect with the city’s Bureau of 
Urban Forestry and project man¬ 
ager for the Castro Renaissance. If 
the city gets permission from 
merchants to plant in yellow load¬ 
ing/unloading zones, she expects 
the number to go up by 10 trees.

: ward increasing donations, 
Project Open Hand last week un¬ 
veiled a pro bono ad campaign 
that aims to focu’s on the warmth 
of the agency that provides meals 
and groceries to those living with 
HIV/AIDS and other critical ill¬ 
nesses and for low-income se¬ 
niors. 

The first ad, currently in sever¬ 
al Muni stations and on buses 
throughout the city, also features 
Kennethe Jones, a longtime client 
of Project Open Hand. Jones was 
on hand at the Castro Muni sta¬ 
tion Friday, November 21, and 
said it was “lovely” to see his image 
on the billboard. 

“I’ve been a client for six 
years,” Jones said, adding that he 
receives meals and groceries from 
the agency. 

“The advertising campaign re¬ 
flects Project Open Hand’s philos¬ 
ophy that you can find good 
neighbors, even in a crowded 
urban environment like the Bay 
Area,” explained Tom Nolan, exec¬ 
utive director. 

The campaign was created by 
the San Francisco office of Publh 
cis Dialog, part of the U.S. unit of 
the Paris-based Publicis World¬ 
wide and Publicis Groupe S.A. 
The ads feature needlepoint pan¬ 
els posted in urban settings. The 
needlepoint panels tout the im¬ 
portance of kindness as well as the 
importance of food: “Love thy 
neighbor,” reads one panel, “and 
while you’re at it, take him a pot 
roast.” The image of Jones is next 
to the needlepoint. Other images 
incorporate different sayings and 
feature other clients, a volunteer, 
and a staff person. 

To create the ads, Publicis Dia¬ 
log enlisted the help of the Em¬ 
broiderers’ Guild of America. Five 
of that group’s members worked 
more than 300 hours to create the 
five original needlepoint panels 
that were photographed for use in 
the ads. 

“Project Open Hand’s home- 
style approach to caring led to the 
‘home sweet home’ style of the 
ads,” said Tom Kavanaugh, execu¬ 
tive creative director for Publicis 


Dialog in San Francisco. “We 
wanted to let folks know that there 
are still folks out there who care - 
that the interaction with the vol¬ 
unteer is as important as the 
food.” 

Nolan explained that Project 
Open Hand approached several 
ad agencies to see if they were in¬ 
terested in the pro bono cam- 
' paign. Publicis beat out another 
firm for the project and work 
started a few months ago. Publicis 
Dialog is the eighth largest adver¬ 
tising agency in San Francisco, ac¬ 
cording to the San Francisco Busi¬ 
ness Times. 

Ellen Snook, an account super¬ 
visor at Publicis Dialog, was on 
hand at the Castro Muni station 
last week. 

“We’re dedicated to the com- 
munty and Project Open Hand is 
a great organization,” she said. 
“Working with them was a great 
opportunity for us to do some re¬ 
ally great creative work.” 

Stacey Paynter, CEO of Publi¬ 
cis Dialog San Francisco, declined 
to specify the value of the pro 
bono work. “We don’t disclose our 
financials, but is was a significant 
contribution on our part,” she said 
in a statement. 

The ads should be up through 
the end of the year. In addition to 
the Muni stations and buses, ads 
will also been seen on AC Transit 
buses in the East Bay; Project 
Open Hand also serves clients in 
Alameda County. The ads were 
placed by Optimedia, the media 
division of Publicis USA. 

This week will be a busy one 
for Project Open Hand. The orga¬ 
nization will serve 1,600 pounds 
of turkey to its clients on Thanks¬ 
giving, along with 1,000 pounds 
of mashed potatoes, 950 pounds 
of peas and carrots, 50 gallons of 
homemade gravy, and 150 pump¬ 
kin pies. Project Open Hand 
serves meals to almost 2,000 
clients 365 days a year. 

“We try to put together a meal 
that anyone would like to have for 
Thanksgiving,” said Executive 
Chef Mike Baroman-Coggins. 

And the ad campaign isn’t the 
only help the folks at Publicis Di¬ 
alog are providing for the agency.

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Of Milk and marriage 



wenty-five years ago Supervisor Har¬ 
vey Milk and Mayor George Moscone 
were murdered in their City Hall of¬ 
fices. Milk’s assassination by disgruntled ex- 
Supervisor Dan White galvanized San Fran¬ 
cisco’s gay community; but a quarter centu¬ 
ry later we are still dealing with many of the 
same issues - homophobia, antigay vio¬ 
lence, transgender murders, and the unend¬ 
ing verbal assaults against same-sex couples 
by religious conservatives. Twenty-five years 
ago the right was trying to outlaw gay teach¬ 
ers in California, an effort that went down 
to defeat at the ballot box thanks in large 
part to Milk’s unrelenting campaign against 
the initiative. Today the battle has shifted 
. east, to Massachusetts, where last week the 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled that same-sex 
couples have the right to marry. The ruling, 
as most readers know, threw the matter back 
to the state Legislature, which has 180 days 
to change the law. 

As we await the next developments in 
our fight for equality, we are reminded of 
one of Milk’s true legacies - his desire for 
gays and lesbians to come out of the closet. 
Milk rightly believed that as more people - 
our friends, families, and co-workers 
- found out that people they know , 

are gay, the better chance for bar- _ w * 
riers to come down, for commu- 
nication to begin, and for rights 
to be secured. — 

Thanksgiving is a great time to 
do just that, for those who are fortunate 
enough to celebrate the holiday with 
loving families and straight 
friends. 

The National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Federation of Statewide LGBT 
Advocacy Organizations, the Freedom to 
Marry Coalition of Massachusetts, and Par¬ 
ents, Families and Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays, issued a statement Monday calling on 
LGBTs to use this holiday to talk with fam¬ 
ily members and friends about the rights we 
do not have because our partnerships are 
not recognized as marriage. 

And advocates for same-sex marriage 
need to get on the same page with their ar¬ 
guments; specifically, we need to reshape the

argument as one of revitalizing marriage, 
rather than let the religious right have own¬ 
ership of the homophobic “protection of 
marriage” mantra. Former Ambassador 
Carol Moseley Braun, one of the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidates, got it 
right during a debate in Iowa Monday 
when she talked about how commit¬ 
ted couples strengthen marriage, no 
matter what their sexual orientation. 
I The Reverend A1 Sharpton, another 
Democratic presidential candidate, 
also strongly supports gay mar¬ 
riage as a human right. If two 
committed people are not al¬ 
lowed to marry, he said during 
the forum, the country is saying they are less 
than human. That was true when interracial 
marriages were outlawed in many states, he 
said, and it is true now regarding same-sex 
couples. Former General Wesley Clark said 
he supported equal rights for all and he sup¬ 
ported the Massachusetts court ruling. He 
didn’t use the word “marriage,” but made it 
clear to us that he is ahead of rivals Howard 
Dean, John Kerry, and Richard Gephardt, all 
of whom are on record as being against gay 
marriage. Dean, of course, signed the civil 


union law while governor of Vermont, but 
that is not the same as marriage. 

In recent days, antigay activists have re¬ 
peatedly raised the specious tactic that gay 
marriage will “destroy the institution of 
marriage.” That’s just not going to happen. 
Gay and lesbian couples, if allowed to marry 
in this country, likely will want the same 
things their heterosexual counterparts want: 
a good job, affordable housing, good public 
education, and access to health care. In fact, 
that’s what most people in this country 
want, whether gay or straight, married or 
single. 

Those were the same rights that Harvey 
Milk fought for during his career, along 
with domestic partnership laws and ending 
discrimination against gays. Milk’s murder 
on November 27,1978 robbed our commu¬ 
nity of a bright, funny man, who could play 
the skillful game of politics with the best of 
them. He used his brief tenure in office to 
inspire the burgeoning gay community, and 
used the bully pulpit that came with elected 
office to urge the community to come out 
and come together to achieve equality. 

Twenty-five years later, the spirit of Har¬ 
vey Milk lives on. T 
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Nephew reflects on Harvey Milk

' t was Monday afternoon on November 
i< 10, 2003, the last day of my second visit 
I to San Francisco since the 1978 assassi¬ 
nation of my uncle, Harvey Milk. I was to 
give a talk at the University of San Francis¬ 
co in a couple hours on my memory of my 
uncle and the impact his death had on me in 
1978 as his gay teenage nephew. The one 
and only time I had previously talked to a 
public audience as Harvey’s openly gay rel¬ 
ative was back in 1985 at Oberlin College. 
The time to provide my thoughts again 
seemed right when USF offered me the op¬ 
portunity to participate in its remembrance 
program, yet I still did not know where I 
would begin. 

A walk seemed appropriate to gather my 
thoughts, and as I wandered away from the 
USF campus, I ended up at a nearby super¬ 
market, up one of these wonderful hills this 
beautiful city so magically hangs on its hori¬ 
zons. After grabbing bottled water I found 
myself in line behind a very frail looking, el¬ 
derly woman who was agreeable and en¬ 
gaged in dialogue with the young cashier. 
Something about the need to always keep an 
open mind in the course of living life was 
the overall message this very conservative 
looking woman was imparting on the eager 
ears behind the cash register. As the woman 
showed the cashier her even frailer looking 
hands she said, “I learned to never close the 
door on what is possible” as she declined 
carry out service and departed. 

This last comment about not closing the 
door to what is possible stayed with me as I 
paid for my water and began to walk back 
to the USF campus. At the corner of Ma¬ 
sonic and Geary I again found myself be¬ 
hind this woman; she had placed her two 


bags on the curb and was unsuccessfully 
trying to get the attention of a young 
woman also waiting at the light. “I did not 
realize I had gotten so much,” she said as she 
turned back to me and added, “would you, 
could you help me across...” “Of course,” 
was my reply as I picked up her packages 
and we began to cross Geary, “I am walking 
in this direction for several blocks” I added. 
“Oh, I am not going that way,” she replied 
as she turned and continued walking 
now across Masonic. As I looked 
down Geary and saw this street run¬ 
ning downtown I silently thought 
my temporary assistance might 
keep me from my talk. 

After a few sentences exchanged 
on thoughts of healthy eating she 
shared that her grandchil¬ 
dren used to help her, 

“but they are grown with 
children and I only hear 
from them when they think I can give them 
some advice from all the years I have seen.” 
I felt I was granted a reprieve when we had 
crossed Masonic and she quickly said, 
“There is my bus,” and it was right in front 
of us. As she stepped onto the bus and I 
handed over her groceries she offered her 
heartfelt thanks, extended her hand, and 
provided me with her first and last name. I, 
in turn, offered her my full name as well, 
“Stuart Milk and I am glad that I could as¬ 
sist.” As she turned toward the bus driver, 
she paused and turned back to me, “Are you, 
are you ... were you related to Harvey”? 
“Yes, his nephew,” I promptly replied as the 
bus doors began to close. This confident, 
conservative looking, frail, elder, great¬ 
grandmother hurriedly exclaimed, “He 
taught me. He taught me to be open mind¬ 
ed, I didn’t know him but I was changed, my 
view of life forever changed.” And with 


those last words, “my view of life forever 
changed,” the bus departed and I knew how 
I would begin my talk. 

As it did for thousands and thousands of 
queer and straight people alike, November 27, 
1978 created a transformational event that 
forever changed the way I view life. I have 
come to cherish the conversations I had with 
Harvey with the same regard that many cher¬ 
ish and hold sacred the material artifacts of 
his life. I have also come to cherish all the 
wonderful voices that have given and contin¬ 
ue to give life to Harvey’s words and hopes. 

At this 25th anniversary of 
that transformational event that 
4 was such a great loss we are ap¬ 
propriately at a crossroads of 
some unfolding critical issues. 
It even seems as if Harvey 
from afar has metaphysi¬ 
cally brought our queer 
community in the na¬ 
tional spotlight this month. We are remind¬ 
ed to ask ourselves, how do we want to view 
life? Enough of us have now benefited from 
the fruits of the struggle and those that am¬ 
plified Harvey’s voice add life to his greater 
message after he was gone. 

It is my humble belief that we cannot 
stand still, we cannot be content on the side¬ 
lines, and we cannot let those that view life 
with hate and fear control the agenda of the 
present. We must build on the gains made 
by those that came before us. We must be¬ 
come a part of the Harvey Milk legacy. And 
we must awaken the silent and sleeping 
voices that are around us and inside of us. 
We all now have this opportunity in time to 
become Harvey’s voice and newly reach and 
teach to open minds, and co-create our 
equality, including our basic human right to 
marry, and we must facilitate new views of 
life that will forever be changed. ▼ 
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The ‘S’ words 

Whenever politicians anywhere on the political 
spectrum speak against gay marriage, they say that 
marriage is sacred, that it is a sacrament, that its sanc¬ 
tity must be protected. Look up these s-words in a dic¬ 
tionary and you will find that they are, in their pri¬ 
mary meanings, religious. Recall your grade-school 
history lessons or read the First Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution and you will find that religion and 
government are supposed to be kept separate. 

It seems that a good approach to the gay marriage 
problem would be to completely eliminate the word 
marriage from the law, replacing it with “civil domes¬ 
tic union” or, preferably, a mcrre graceful term mean¬ 
ing the same thing to be suggested by some historian, 
anthropologist, linguist, or word smith. Religions 
could of course still perform marriages in any way 
they wished, just as they can perform baptisms, bar 
mitzvahs, confirmations, sealings, annulments, abso¬ 
lutions, exorcisms, funeral rites, etc., and with the 
same legal significance, i.e., none. Whether the reli¬ 
gious and legal ceremonies should still be combinable 
(as now), or whether they would need to be separat¬ 
ed (as they are now in France) is a question to be de¬ 
cided. 

This plan would achieve the goal of equal rights 
for same-sex couples, would preserve the sanctity of 
the sacrament of sacred marriage for those who so see 
it, and would be a step forward in separation of 
church and state.

Gonzalez’s quality-of-life record 

A wave of letters in favor of mayoral candidate 
Matt Gonzalez recently surged across the pages of the 
B.A.R. But they forgot to mention his record in regard 
to the city’s quality-of-life crisis. It has one high point, 
but many lows. 

The high point is that Gonzalez is pushing to get a 
much-needed Decaux public toilet on the main 
drag in the upper Haight. If and when the 
j Decaux arrives, Haight Street will be more 
sanitary and smell better, too. Gonzalez de¬ 
serves credit for this push. 

Unfortunately, other actions by Gon¬ 
zalez have been lows. For example, in Oc¬ 
tober 2001, Supervisor Tony Hall 
brought up a bill to allow police to 
warn, cite, and arrest people who hang 
out around Decaux toilets for illicit rea¬ 
sons (drug dealing and shooting up). 

Supervisor Chris Daly introduced six amendments 
to strike all references to loitering from the bill. Hall 
said Daly’s amendments would effectively gut the 
measure. Nonetheless, Gonzalez supported Daly’s 
amendments and attacked the bill. 

The objections by Daly and Gonzalez were an¬ 
swered by testimony from the city attorney’s office, 
the police department, and the health department. 
They convinced the supervisors to pass Hall’s bill. But 
Daly and Gonzalez voted against it, the only ones to 
do so. 

Another low occurred in July 2002. Tony Hall 
brought up a bill to outlaw public urination and defe¬ 
cation. The supes eventually approved it 11-0, in¬ 
cluding Gonzalez. 

However, Chris Daly first introduced an amend¬ 
ment that would have delayed enforcement of the bill 
until the city could certify that there was a sufficient 
number of public toilets in the city. Hall objected to 
Daly’s amendment, saying it would effectively gut the 
measure. 

Gonzalez spoke in favor of Daly’s amendment. He 
said he was moved to do so by his previous experience 
as a public defender. 

In response, Mark Leno said he had uncovered a 
telling fact. The areas of the city that make the most 
requests to the city to clean up human waste are the 
ones that already have the most public toilets in place. 
The district with the most complaints is Daly’s! 

Daly’s crippling amendment was defeated with five 
in favor, and six opposed. The five in favor of the crip¬ 
pling amendment were Tom Ammiano, Chris Daly, 
Matt Gonzalez, Jake McGoldrick, and Gerardo San¬ 
doval. 

Another low occurred in October 2001. A public 
outcry grew over the increasing filth of the city, espe¬ 
cially in regard to homeless encampments. Despite the 
outcry, Tom Ammiano and Matt Gonzalez proposed 
a measure that would have required the city to wait at 
least 24 hours to clean up a public mess involving the 
homeless, after it had been identified by complaints 
from the public or the cops. 

Representatives from the Department of Public 
Works said the bill would seriously handicap their al¬ 
ready-limited efforts to keep the city clean and add to 
their costs. The board rejected the measure, with only 
four supes in favor (Tom Ammiano, Chris Daly, Matt 
Gonzalez, and Gerardo Sandoval). 

There was another low in the same month. Gon¬ 
zalez blocked an effort by Mark Leno to make the Cas¬ 
tro cleaner. Leno had introduced a bill to have the 
board’s legislative analyst assess the cost for 'more 
street cleaning and graffiti removal in the Castro. 

Requests to the legislative analyst are routine and 
usually whiz through. But Gonzalez unexpectedly ob¬ 
jected this time. He said Leno should complain to the 
Department of Public Works, which is under the 
mayor, not go through the board’s legislative analyst. 

Leno was stunned. The board voted to postpone 
consideration of the matter. At the next meeting, 
Gonzalez reversed himself and supported the resolu¬ 
tion.

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Gonzalez first ran for supervisor in District 5. He 
came out against stay-away orders. These are direc¬ 
tives from a judge, ordering someone who has been 
repeatedly convicted of drug-dealing to stay away 
from certain neighborhoods. They are one of the few 
effective tools that neighborhoods have in fighting 
drug thugs. 

Gonzalez said his experience as a public defender 
led him to see stay-away orders as unfair to drug deal¬ 
ers. Gonzalez also turned a deaf ear to residents who 
were then pleading with the city to get tough with the 
marijuana dealers on Haight Street. With the money 
they get from marijuana sales, the dealers buy heroin 
for themselves, get stoned, and trash the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Unmoved by residents’ concerns, Gonzalez said, “I 
have been an outspoken critic of trying to deal with 
the problem of marijuana sales on Haight Street with 
felony convictions.” 

Gonzalez’s overall record raises an obvious ques¬ 
tion: What will happen to the quality of life in our 
city’s neighborhoods if he becomes mayor?

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New national cleric 
group to oppose Bush

ust as nearly all of us were 
' convinced that George W. 

Bush and the conservative 
religious right had a lock on both 
the federal government and on 
American politics in general as we 
head into a presidential election 
year, the Associated Press reports 
that the Clergy Leadership Net¬ 
work, a group of several liberal 
and moderate religious leaders, 
has started a national political 
group to oppose both President 
Bush’s re-election and his policies. 

The Reverend Albert Penny- 
backer, the Washington-based 
president of the group, which 
includes Jews, Muslims, 
and Christians, said it 
will counter ultra-con¬ 
servative religious groups 
such as the Christian 
Coalition. Penny- 
backer, who belongs 
to the Disciples of 
Christ, a 
Protestant de¬ 
nomination, is 
the former 
president of the Interfaith Al¬ 
liance. The network contends that 
the Bush administration has in¬ 
terfered continually in the separa¬ 
tion of church and state through 
programs such as the Bush-con¬ 
ceived “faith-based initiative,” a 
program that offers federal money 
to religious organizations for 
work with the homeless, and drug 
and alcohol addicts. 

The moderate-to-liberal Cler¬ 
gy Leadership Network also is 
critical of the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s foreign policy, which it con¬ 
tends consists largely of bullying 
other countries, and of the Bush 
economic policy, which it right¬ 
fully argues rewards the wealthy at 
the expense of children and poor 
families. 

Network leaders don’t say they 
want a Democrat in the White 
House after next year’s elections, 
but make it clear they seek a 
change in leadership, including 
the presidency and the Republican 
Congress. Clearly intending to be 
a political force to counter the 
Christian Coalition, which has 
been an influential player in Re¬ 
publican Party politics for years, 
the new group’s initial budget is 
said to be around $400,000, but 
will undoubtedly become much 
larger as some wealthy individuals 
have already expressed interest in 
donating to offset the lobbying 
and political arm of the Christian 
Coalition. 

The network won’t accept any 
church funds; by giving to the 
group, churches, mosques, and 
temples would, of course, endan¬ 
ger their tax-exempt status. The 
network is registering with the In- ‘ 
ternal Revenue Service as a politi¬ 
cal organization and can use its 
soft money only on non-candi¬ 
date-specific activities such as get- 
out-the-vote drives. The network 
will also have a political action 
committee that will collect limit¬ 
ed individual and PAC contribu¬ 
tions, and the group is asking 
donors to give $25 initial dona¬ 
tions. 

Pennybacker said that the net¬ 
work won’t endorse candidates, 
though individual members may 
do so on their own. Unlike the 
antigay, pro-life Christian Coali¬ 
tion, the Clergy Leadership Net¬ 
work plans to steer clear of con¬ 


troversial issues that tend to divide 
religious groups. 

The Christian Coalition was 
quick this week to react to the an¬ 
nouncement of the new Clergy 
Leadership Network, labeling it as 
a left-wing group. Roberta 
Combs, president of the Christian 
Coalition and a strong Bush parti¬ 
san, said she takes the new group’s 
wish to be the “coalition of the 
moderate-left” to be a compli¬ 
ment. The very necessity of them 
forming a new organization 
“shows we’ve been doing our job 
for the past 13 years,” Combs re¬ 
marked. 

The Christian Coalition has 
long been an influential player in 
Republican Party politics, 
and has spent more 
than $1 million so far 
this year lobbying on 
legislation, including 
proposals on home 
schooling and, in 
particular, the ban on 
late-term abortions. 
The conserva¬ 
tive, Republi- 
canrcontrolled 
Christian 
Coalition reports to the IRS as a 
tax-exempt social welfare organi¬ 
zation, but uses its money for a 
variety of activism, including 
widely distributed election-year 
voter guides describing how 
members of Congress voted on is¬ 
sues that the group has taken po¬ 
sitions on. However, according to 
Combs, the coalition is now look¬ 
ing at establishing a soft-money 
political organization so it could 
participate even more in partisan 
Republican election activities. 

Move aside Lou Sheldon, 
Jerry Falwell, and Pat Robert¬ 
son - it appears that moderate re¬ 
ligious leaders have a stake in the 
2004 national elections, too.

Amusing sight; A small group 
of obvious newcomers to the city 
were standing at Market and 17th 
streets Saturday afternoon hold¬ 
ing Gonzalez signs, asking which 
bus to take “to get to Haight Ash¬ 
bury” as still others were seen 
wandering around aimlessly as 
Castro Street regulars kept asking 
the Green Party imports where 
they were from (most, I’m told, 
answered that they were “visiting” 
from Oregon). 

Meanwhile, the latest David 
Binder poll that I’ve heard about 
has Supervisor Gavin Newsom, 
the Democrat, leading Board of 
Supervisors President Matt Gon¬ 
zalez, the Green Party candidate, 
in the mayor’s race by a 50 percent 
to 36 percent margin, with 14 per¬ 
cent undecided. 

In the district attorney’s race, 
the same usually-reliable Binder 
poll has challenger Kamala Har¬ 
ris leading incumbent D.A. Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan by a 45 percent to 
37 percent margin, with 18 per¬ 
cent undecided. Harris, one of the 
hardest-working campaigners I’ve 
ever encountered, is taking on the 
veteran Hallinan. Recently, one of 
Hallinan’s loud backers predicted 
at the Twin Peaks bar that Halli¬ 
nan’s famous family name identi¬ 
fication will “carry him through 
again despite his ‘dismal’ record” 
(dismal being the Hallinan sup¬ 
porter’s own term, not mine). As 
for relying on a famous family 
name, one might ask Angela 
Alioto how far that takes a candi¬ 
date these days. 


Frankly, there should be little 
question about the district attor¬ 
ney contest - Kamala Harris is 
clearly the best candidate in this 
race and deserves to be San Fran¬ 
cisco’s next top prosecutor. 

Speaking of Angela Alioto, on 
Monday, November 24 she en¬ 
dorsed Gavin Newsom for mayor. 
Apparently the two said they are 
forming a partnership. If Newsom 
wins next month’s runoff, look for 
Alioto to have a role in the new 
administration. Alioto, a longtime 
Democrat, apparently could not 
break party ranks to endorse Matt 
Gonzalez, a Green Party member. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
endorsed Matt Gonzalez at the 
end of his remarks during the 
Milk Memorial March on Sunday, 
November 23. 

No question that Board of 
Equalization Chairwoman (and 
former Assemblywoman) Carole 
Migden is headed to Sacramento 
as our next state senator (3rd Dis¬ 
trict) to succeed termed-out John 
Burton. Migden faces only token 
opposition from a total political 
unknown in the March Democra¬ 
tic primary and even lesser oppo¬ 
sition from minor parties in next 
November’s general election. It’s 
not particularly great news for 
Democrats, however, since when 
Migden resigns her current BOE 
position to take the state Senate 
job, Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger will have the 
opportunity to replace her with a 
Republican appointment, giving 
control of the five-member Board 
of Equalization and Franchise Tax 
Board to the Republicans. 

Speaking of legislators, word 
from Sacramento has it that our 
own Assemblyman Mark Leno 
(D) is making quite a splash on 
the state, and even, on the nation¬ 
al political stage. Leno was elected 
chair of the LGBT Legislative Cau¬ 
cus earlier this month, and wast¬ 
ed no time successfully lobbying 
presidential candidate Senator 
John Kerry (D-Massachusetts) to 
come out strongly against the ref¬ 
erendum of AB205, California’s 
landmark Domestic Partner 
Rights and Responsibilities Act, 
passed this year. Leno also per¬ 
suaded Kerry to send a letter to 
Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger 
urging him not to support the re¬ 
peal effort. It’s Leno’s hope that 
Kerry’s proactive stance will en¬ 
courage other Democratic presi¬ 
dential contenders to join in the 
fight against yet another right- 
wing attack on LGBT people and 
their families.

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Gay marriage decision?

D id the Massachusetts high 
court really order the state 
to recognize gay marriages? 
That’s certainly the way the deci¬ 
sion in Goodridge v. Department of 
Public Health was reported in the 
media. It quickly became conven¬ 
tional wisdom. 

Before a week had passed, 
however, revisionism began. Ac¬ 
cording to the revisionist vieto, 
the Massachusetts court gave 
the Legislature the choice 
whether to extend full 
marriage to gay couples 
or to give them the legal 
benefits of marriage under 
some other name. The revi¬ 
sionist view is being 
advanced by the 
Massachusetts gover¬ 
nor and the state’s at¬ 
torney general, who oppose gay 
marriage. It is also being advanced 
by some who support gay mar¬ 
riage but who fear a devastating 
political backlash., 

Are the revisionists right? Will 
civil unions suffice, as they did in 
neighboring Vermont three years 
ago when that state’s highest court 
also addressed marriage discrimi¬ 
nation? 

The revisionist view has some 
support in the opinion. Andrew 
Koppelman, one of the leading 
gay-rights legal scholars in the 
country, argues the court “did not 
decree that same-sex couples were 
entitled to marry.” 

He bases this conclusion on 
three aspects of the decision. First, 
discussing the actual remedy given 
to the gay couples, the court said 
only that they were entitled to “the 
protections, benefits, and obliga¬ 
tions of civil marriage.” These 
things may be provided without 
attaching the word “marriage” to 
them. 

Second, the court did not 
order the state to issue actual mar¬ 
riage licenses to gay couples. 

Third, the court gave the Leg¬ 
islature 180 days to remedy the 
problem. This makes no sense, 
Koppelman maintains, unless the 
Legislature had some option other 
than simply to give gay couples 
marriage - a remedy the court it¬ 
self easily could have imposed. 

To these three arguments a 
fourth might be added: while a 


court is properly concerned about 
discrimination in substantive 
rights, it has no business telling 
legislatures what they must call 
those rights. As long as the legis¬ 
lature has given gay couples all the 
privileges of marriage, this argu¬ 
ment holds, it may call that pack¬ 
age “marriage” or “civil unions” or 
“fried green tomatoes.” 

There’s an additional concern. 
To read the decision as requiring 
marriage may scare the state into 
amending its constitution. 
What’s far worse, it may scare 
the country into adopting 
a federal constitutional 
amendment that would 
not only ban gay mar¬ 
riages but also civil unions 
and other forms of recogni¬ 
tion. Koppelman, 
who supports gay 
marriage, urges ac¬ 
tivists to wait “a 
decade or two” before pressing for 
it. 

I think the revisionists read 
both the opinion and the political 
climate the wrong way. 

As for the opinion, it’s true the 
court noted the exclusion of gay 
couples from marital “protections, 
benefits, and obligations.” But it 
did so to emphasize one reason 
why marriage is so important. The 
Massachusetts court also recog¬ 
nized that “tangible as well as in¬ 
tangible benefits flow from mar¬ 
riage.” The tangible benefits (filing 
joint tax returns and the like) can 
be captured by a marriage equiva¬ 
lent, but the intangible benefits 
(historically grounded social 
recognition) cannot fully be. So 
what it’s called matters. 

Notably, in fashioning its rem¬ 
edy, the court neither mentioned 
the Vermont example nor explic¬ 
itly gave the state Legislature an al¬ 
ternative to marriage, as the Ver¬ 
mont court did. Instead, the court 
followed the model of a Canadian 
court last summer by stripping 
the opposite-sex requirement 
from the definition of marriage it¬ 
self. “We construe marriage to 
mean the voluntary union of two 
persons as spouses,” the Massa¬ 
chusetts court declared. 

While it’s true the court did 
not order the state to issue mar¬ 
riage licenses to gay couples, that’s 
not what they asked for. They 
asked only for the court to declare 
unconstitutional marriage dis¬ 


crimination against same-sex cou¬ 
ples, which the court did by 
changing the definition of mar¬ 
riage to conform to state constitu¬ 
tional requirements. 

What, then, is the Massachu¬ 
setts Legislature supposed to do in 
the next six months? Marriage dis¬ 
crimination against same-sex cou¬ 
ples is rife in state law. The Legis¬ 
lature, not a court, is best suited to 
deciding how to rewrite those dis¬ 
criminatory provisions. That’s 
what the Legislature should do 
with its time if it wants to comply 
with the decision, not struggle to 
find ways to give gay couples a sep¬ 
arate but equal status. 

As for the politics, fears of a 
catastrophic backlash are proba¬ 
bly exaggerated. Polls in Massa¬ 
chusetts show residents favor the 
decision by a 12-point margin and 
oppose a state constitutional 
amendment by a 17-point mar¬ 
gin. As I wrote in this space last 
month, polls on this issue proba¬ 
bly tend to exaggerate support for 
us. But we’re already in a better 
position than we were in the im¬ 
mediate aftermath of the Vermont 
opinion, when a majority of that 
state’s citizens opposed a more 
moderate result. Since a state con¬ 
stitutional amendment in Massa¬ 
chusetts requires eventual voter 
approval and since such a referen¬ 
dum could not be held until No¬ 
vember 2006, there’s time between 
now and then to calm fears. 

As for a federal constitutional 
amendment, the prospects are 
even dimmer. It’s hard to amend 
the Constitution, especially when 
one of the major parties opposes 
it, as the Democrats do. Even con¬ 
servatives are divided on. the issue, 
some because they’ve moderated 
on homosexuality and some be¬ 
cause they believe states ought to 
make their own decisions about 
marriage. 

If the Massachusetts decision 
sticks and we get our first experi¬ 
ment in real gay marriage, 2003 
will be remembered as the year we 
turned a corner toward full equal¬ 
ity. T

This 
only after the six male contestants 
filed lawsuits against Sky One and 
Brighter Pictures, the producers of 
the show. 

One might have hoped they 
would have shelved it a long time 
ago, out of common decency - 
but they also know that transgen¬ 
der stories sell. 

I actually feel sorry for most 
people involved in this story. The 
six men who participated in this 
show were little more than pawns 
in the machinations of Brighter 
Pictures. Even though there was 
some suspicion on their part as to 
what the “secret something” was 
about the object of their television 
affection, they still ended up 
discovering Miriam’s trans¬ 
gender status under the 
glare of the television lens. 

Of course, they retali¬ 
ated, not only by suing 
those involved in the 
making of the 
show, but even 
with physical vi¬ 
olence: One of 
the suitors reportedly punched a 
producer shortly after the revela¬ 
tion. 

It’s all pretty sad, and one of 
the sadder things of the story has 
to do with the “star” herself. Miri¬ 
am actually felt that this show 
might be a good excuse to teach 
about transgender issues. I fail to 
see how being the center of a real¬ 
ity show where you are both the 
sex object and the deceiver is 
going to exactly engender a posi¬ 
tive response. After all, our society, 
and especially our media, has long 
cast transgender people as either 
sex objects or creatures of decep¬ 
tion. 

Maybe her goal was little more 
than making some spare money 
off this program, or maybe she 
was blinded by the same dreams 
of instant fame that rob so many 
others of wisdom. I don’t know 
her, so I can’t truly say what was 
on her mind when the producers 
brought her into this tawdry bit of 
reality programming. 

When all is said and done, 
however, she was a willing partic¬ 
ipant, as were the six men, 
Brighter Pictures, and Sky One 
television. Everyone had their rea¬ 
sons, be it money, fame, or maybe 
even love. In the end, it looks like 
there’s not much of any of these 
things to go around. 

It’s amazing to me that, in this 
day and age of “Joe Average,” “The 
Joe Schmo Show,” and so on, that 
a show like this would not make it 


on the air. Perhaps it is a sign of 
differing sensibilities on this side 
of the pond, but such a tale 
sounds like just the sort of thing 
for television networks feeding the 
public a steady diet of Fear Factor 
and Big Brother. The latter, 
I should add, was origi¬ 
nally developed by 
Brighter Pictures. 

Perhaps more surpris¬ 
ing to me is that a show 
that never aired, from 
British televi¬ 
sion, ended up 
splashed all 
over the U.S. 
news media. Even CNN took pre¬ 
cious moments out of its regular 
rehash of the day’s events to tell us 
all about There's Something About 
Miriam. 

It would seem that transgender 
people “pulling one over” on six 
guys on U.K. television was good 
enough to outshine the latest is¬ 
sues in Washington, Iraq, or just 
about anywhere outside of Never- 
land. 

Of course, one really doesn’t 
have to dig too deep as of late to 
find places where the media has 
decided to tell us all about “trans 
behaving badly.” Aside from the 
Miriam flap, there have been 
scores of recent articles about 
trans prisoners needing surgery or 
- in the case of Billie Jo Hawks - 
housed in prison wings befitting 
their gender identity rather than 
genitals. There have even been ar¬ 
ticles about “transgender gangs” 
terrorizing the locals around Har¬ 
vey Milk High School in New York 
City. 

Speaking of Neverland - I as¬ 
sure you that we’ll hear plenty of 
trans-related comments when it 
comes to the still-evolving 
Michael Jackson child molestation 
case. The usual wags have already 
been making points about Jacko’s 
“womanly” appearance. Never 
mind that I don’t know many 
people of any gender who have 
prosthetic noses. 

Perhaps this is really what lies 
| . at the heart of shows like There's 


Something About Miriam - and 
any number of other trans-relat¬ 
ed programs from Learning 
Channel documentaries to The 
Jerry Springer Show. The topic of 
transgenderism shocks and tanta¬ 
lizes an audience. When you can 
craft a story that goes that extra 
step further, and makes the trans¬ 
gender person into some oddity, 
you get ratings, and when you get 
ratings, you get advertising dol¬ 
lars. That’s key. 

Ultimately, I suspect that will 
have a lot more to say about the 
future of There's Something About 
Miriam than lawsuits against the 
show’s producers. Should some¬ 
one decide to make a U.S. version 
of the show, I doubt they’ll have a 
lack of backers or advertisers will¬ 
ing to pony up to get it on the air. 
All those putting their money in 
would likely get what they wanted 
out of it, too. 

In the end, the only educating 
about transgender issues that will 
come out of it is obvious: it will be 
more of the same about transgen¬ 
der people being party to decep¬ 
tion. This doesn’t make for a safe 
world for most transgender peo¬ 
ple, who want little to do with 
being deceiving, and far more to 
do with living their lives. 

The men in this story feel hurt, 
and I think they are welcome to 
their pain. Miriam is shocked that 
things went the way they did, and 
she, too is welcome to those feel¬ 
ings. Like I said before, I feel sorry 
for those involved in this pro¬ 
gram, but my pity goes much 
deeper. 

Yet, I find no pity in my heart 
for those who feel this is some¬ 
how “entertaining,” especially 
when transgender people face 
much worse than lawsuits over 
being “humiliated” out in the real 
world. T

New lesbian undersheriff makes history

an Francisco law enforce¬ 
ment saw a historic ad¬ 
vancement of a lesbian 
among its ranks with the an¬ 
nouncement that Sheriff Michael 
Hennessey had appointed Jan 
Dempsey to the position of un¬ 
dersheriff. 

As undersheriff, Dempsey be¬ 
comes the highest-ranking lesbian 
law enforcement officer in the his¬ 
tory of the city. She is now the Sher¬ 
iff Department’s second in com¬ 
mand, and has assumed responsi¬ 
bility for the 20th largest jail system 
in the United States. Dempsey’s ad¬ 
ditional duties include managing 
labor relations with more than 850 
deputy sheriffs. 

“Jan Dempsey is an incisive, ef¬ 
fective manager whose intelli¬ 
gence and compassion have made 
jails safer for people who live and 
work in them,” said a statement

from Hennessey. “I am proud to 
appoint her as my undersheriff, 
and look forward to working with 
her as the Sheriff’s Department 
opens its new charter school and 
continues to expand its role in the 


San Francisco public safety com¬ 
munity.” 

Dempsey, a San Francisco na¬ 
tive, joined the department in 
1977, achieving the rank of lieu¬ 
tenant within five years. In 1983, 
she became the nation’s first fe¬ 
male training manager of a major 
law enforcement agency. As a rec¬ 
ognized expert on AIDS and com¬ 
municable disease transmission 
within correctional facilities, 
Dempsey is also known for her 
production of the first training 
video for officers on AIDS-related 
issues, and for her role in develop¬ 
ing the California Department of 
Health Service’s strategic response 
to HIV in jails. 

Prior to her appointment as 
undersheriff, Dempsey was the 
department’s chief deputy of the 
custody division and chief deputy 
of administration and court ser¬ 
vices. Dempsey began serving in 
her new position on Monday, No¬ 
vember 24. T

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Bay Area observes World AIDS Day

It Jtt ore than 20 years have 
|w| passed since the first cases 
' of AIDS were reported, 
but the disease in many way re¬ 
mains just as politicized and shat¬ 
tering as it was when it first 
emerged. Worldwide, 5 million 
new cases of HIV were reported 
for 2002, while it is estimated that 

3.1 million people died of AIDS 
last year alone. 

In the United States, according 
to new data to be released by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention later this week, 
HIV/AIDS diagnoses increased 

5.1 percent from 1999 to 2002, 
with a 17 percent rise in new HIV 
cases among gay and bisexual 
men. 

About 850,000 to 950,000 
Americans are HIV-positive, more 
than ever before, and an estimated 
40,000 Americans become infect¬ 
ed each year. The CDC also notes 
that less than half of adults ages 
18-64 have ever been tested for 
HIV, and only 28 percent have 
been tested within the past 12 
months. Forty percent of people 
who test positive for HIV will be 
diagnosed with full-blown AIDS 
within one year. 

Treatments, prevention, fund¬ 
ing, and even grief have all 
changed with the times, but for 
the lives lost and the new infec¬ 
tions that occur daily, there is still 
World AIDS Day, held each year to 
honor those who have fought 
HIV/AIDS on all fronts. 

World AIDS Day is officially on 
Monday, December 1, but events 
across the Bay Area will be held 
over the span of several days. Ac¬ 
tivists, artists, loved ones, and 
politicians will gather together to 
renew their commitment to each 


other and the world at large. 

On Sunday, Nov. 30, at 3 p.m., 
community advocates will present 
an advance screening of Pills, 
Profits, and Protest, a docu¬ 
mentary about global AIDS treat¬ 
ment activism. The screening 
takes place at Oakland’s Parkway 
Theater, 1834 Park Boulevard, and 
an $8 donation benefits Health- 
GAP, ACT UP/East Bay and the 
Action Life Film Collective. Music 
will be performed by Machingu- 
ra, and a panel discussion features 
the film director Anne-Christine 
d’Adesky, Priority Africa Net¬ 
work’s Nunu Kidane, and John 
Iversen of HealthGAP and ACT 
UP/East Bay. For more informa¬

on the front lines of the epidemic 
since it first ravaged the city - will 
host three World AIDS Day wor¬ 
ship services and events, including 
two to begin the week on Sunday, 
November 30 and Monday, De¬ 
cember 1. 

On November 30 at 7 p.m., the 
worship service will include a ded¬ 
ication of a hand-sewn quilt panel 
to honor hundreds of MCC fami¬ 
ly members and friends connected 
to the epidemic; singing by the 
multiracial freedom-inspired 
choir Vukani Mawethu; and a pre¬ 
sentation by the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health on 
AIDS vaccine trials. 

Also on Sunday, Glide Memo¬ 
rial United Methodist Church 
will observe World AIDS Day at its 
9 and 11 a.m. services.

MCC will also offer free 
anonymous HIV testing on Mon¬

“While we 
remember people who are gone 
we are also honoring those who 
are still around and in the fight.”

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AIDS survivors express 
mixed feelings on 
upcoming TV dramas

i his Sunday night marks the 
first of three consecutive 
weekends where AIDS will 
have a starring role in two movies 
airing on different cable channels. 

First up is the controversial The 
Reagans miniseries on Showtime, 
which will air at 8 p.m. November 
30. After conservative, die-hard 
fans of former President Ronald 
Reagan learned about details of the 
script, which is said to vilify the 
actor-turned-politician and his 
wife, CBS pulled the plug on airing 
it during the sweeps this month 
and pawned it off on parent com¬ 
pany Viacom’s cable station. 

The outrage over the minis¬ 
eries, according to press accounts, 
was partly sparked by the depic¬ 
tion of a heartless Reagan when it 
came to people dying from AIDS 
during the 1980s. While the AIDS 
community still is angered by 
Reagan’s refusal to focus on AIDS 
until the end of his term, conserv¬ 
atives have tried to portray him as 
compassionate and concerned 
about the then-mysterious disease 
afflicting gay men. 

The dispute over the miniseries 
has overshadowed HBO’s pre¬ 
miere of Tony Kushner’s Pulitzer 
Prize and Tony Award winning 
play, Angels in America. The six- 
hour movie will be shown in two 
three-hour parts on December 7 
and 14 at 8 p.m. Ironically, the 
movie version of the play also 
paints Reagan in a negative light 
yet has failed to garner the same 
outrage from conservatives as 
CBS’ project. 

While opinions are still boiling 
over about the portrayal of Reagan, 
the two television events have also 
brought forth a wide array of emo¬ 
tions and memories of that time 
for people living with AIDS. Over 
the past two weeks the Bay Area 
Reporter spoke with several gay 
men about their views on the con¬ 
troversy and having to look back 
on a painful part of their lives. 

Their feelings ran the gamut 
from indifference to anger to sad¬ 
ness and to happiness at still being 
alive after being told for so long 
their having acquired HIV was a 
death sentence. 

While most of the men said 
they had no desire to watch the 
Reagan miniseries, Heinz Voss not 
only expressed dismay that the 
drama had been bumped off CBS 
but anger at not being able to 
watch it even on cable. 

“I am more upset that CBS 
pulled back on screening it. I am 
very upset about that because that 
way those Republicans who com¬ 
plained about the miniseries had 
it their way,” said Voss, 41, who has 
been HIV-positive since 1987. “I 
am, like, at the very bottom of the 
economy so once it went over to 
cable TV I pretty much didn’t care 
anymore. I know I won’t see it.” 

While some detractors have 
said the show is in poor taste since 
Reagan is still alive and suffering 
from Alzheimer’s disease, Voss 
disagrees. 

“I tell you the truth. Do I feel 
this series is inappropriate simply 
because Ronald Reagan is still 
alive? No, absolutely not,” he said. 
“Do I like to be reminded of this 
part of my life? Absolutely, yes. Be¬ 


cause only in dealing with it can I 
come to terms with what has hap¬ 
pened back then.” 

Voss came to the United States 
from West Germany in January 
1987. Three months later he 
learned the United States would 
begin requiring all immigrants to 
take an HIV test that October. So 
he decided that spring to get a 
confidential test done. He was 
positive. 

In September of that year he 
married a female friend at a cere¬ 
mony in Lake Tahoe, ensuring he 
would be able to remain in the 
country. In 1994, he finally be¬ 
came a citizen. 

Voss, who is now divorced and 
single, said he was looking for¬ 
ward to seeing The Reagans be¬ 
cause “It is about me. I arrived 
here during Reagan’s administra¬ 
tion and I started to make this my 
home country during his admin¬ 
istration. So this is history that I 
have lived.” 

In preparing to discuss his his¬ 
tory and reaction to the television 
shows, Voss dug through his old 
files and paperwork to refresh his 
memory of dates and facts long 
forgotten. 

“To be honest with you I was 
moved to tears at times in recog¬ 
nizing my history, in recognizing 
the people around me and many 
of them have made the transition 
to the other side already,” he said. 
“HIV, AIDS didn’t start out to be a 
disease that you could live with. 
When I came here in 1987,1 was 
24. The AIDS epidemic was in full 
swing in San Francisco.” 

In 1984 Jon Sebastian learned 
he was HIV-positive. Now 41, he 
said he has no desire to watch any 
movie focused on Reagan. But he 
said he cannot wait to see Angels, 
which he first saw performed in 
San Francisco in 1994, a decade 
after living with the disease. 

He said more so than people 
his age, he hopes the younger gen¬ 
eration of gay men tune in to see 
the movie. He hopes the HBO 
production will help people ad¬ 
dress AIDS once again. 

“Nobody sees anything any¬ 
more, especially on the streets. 
You missed everything. It was hor¬ 
rible,” he said. “It needs to be 
brought to the forefront again. 
People think they can pop a pill 
and get over it.” 

Just as his first experience of 
seeing the play was painful, he said 
he expects watching it again near¬ 
ly 20 years after being diagnosed 
will not be any easier. 


“When it first came out it was 
at a little theatre. It was too hard, 
a very difficult thing to see,” he 
said. “It was intense the first time. 
It is going to be the same way, 
pretty much.” 

Mark Misrok, who works at 
Positive Resource Center, said he 
remembers seeing the play twice. 
He said having the movie version 
of the play shown now is impor¬ 
tant, especially at a time when 
funding for AIDS programs is 
being cut domestically and re¬ 
mains a serious concern globally. 
Plus, he said, it is a tribute to those 
who have already been lost. 

“It honors their reality, to actu¬ 
ally bring attention to this history, 
to remember and not to lose the 
lessons that were learned or 
should have been learned,” he 
said. “The folks who have survived 
are struggling to survive with HIV. 
They do so against astounding 
challenges and barriers, including 
indifference, callous judgment, 
and callousness. And that is the 
link of similarity to the Reagan 
years for me.” 

Comparing that time to today, 
he said, “The priorities are mov¬ 
ing elsewhere. People are falling 
through the cracks and it’s a long 
fall.” 

A college student at the time 
Reagan was in the White House, 
Martin Pollack said he never liked 
the president. 

“At the time I didn’t think he 
was that bright,” said Pollack, who 
is now 40 and has been HIV-pos¬ 
itive for 16 years. 

This Sunday he said he will not 
be watching The Reagans. 

“I think they made it too sen¬ 
sationalists. Ronald Reagan is 
probably a nice guy who you want 
to have dinner with, who proba¬ 
bly truly wasn’t a racist or homo¬ 
phobe. But he delegated power to 
a lot of people who were racist, 
who were homophobic, who put 
in policies that hurt people and 
that is a problem.” 

He said he is eagerly anticipat¬ 
ing the premiere of Angels, having 
seen the Broadway production. 
And while AIDS is a central driving 
force behind the action of the play, 
Pollack said the overriding themes 
of the work should speak to any¬ 
one, HIV-positive or -negative. 

“Angels in America isn’t about 
AIDS. You can say it’s about Jews, 
gays, and Mormons. What it is 
about is people who struggle to¬ 
ward recognition and just living,” 
he said. “That is why it is so bril¬ 
liant.” ▼ 
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America adjusts to idea of gay marriage

he Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court decision on 
marriage rights for gays 
continues to reverberate through¬ 
out that state and the nation. And 
the tone has been surprisingly 
positive for the GLBT community. 

A Boston Globe/ WBZ-TV poll 
of 400 people showed that 50 per¬ 
cent agreed with the decision and 
38 percent opposed it. A similar 
poll taken in April had found 50 
percent support for gay marriage 
and 44 percent opposed. 

A parallel poll conducted by 
the Boston Herald and published 
on Sunday, November 23, shows 
similar numbers: 49 percent back 
legalizing gay marriage while 38 
percent opposed it. 

The Globe poll showed even 
stronger opposition (53 percent) 
to amending the state constitution 
to prohibit same-sex marriage and 
weaker support (36 percent) for 
doing so. 

The demographics of the re¬ 
sponses mirrored those seen in 
national polls, with younger peo¬ 
ple and women more supportive 
of gays while older people and 
men were more likely to hold neg¬ 
ative views. Nationally, however, 
the majority of those responding 
to a Pew poll were opposed to gay 
marriage. 

Massachusetts Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Thomas F. Reilly, a Democrat, 
claimed to see some wiggle room 
in the court’s decision. He said the 
Legislature could enact civil 
unions, a step short of marriage, 


and still be in compliance with the 
decision. It was an opinion shared 
by Republican Governor Mitt 
Romney. 

The legal establishment re¬ 
sponded immediately and force¬ 
fully. On November 22 the Mass¬ 
achusetts Bar Association, the 
Boston Bar Association, the 
Women’s Bar Association of 
Massachusetts, and a former state 
attorney general disagreed. 

“I just don’t see any room in 
the opinion for the interpretation 
that the governor and attorney 
general espouse,” said Richard C. 
Van Nostrand, president of the 
Massachusetts Bar Association. 

“Any proposal for anything less 
than marriage sends the message 
that gay families are second-class 
citizens in the eyes of the law,” said 
Renee M. Landers, president of 
the Boston Bar Association. 

A fitting counterpoint came 
from that paragon of family val¬ 
ues, Lyle Menendez, in prison for 
life for murdering his parents. On 
November 20, in a service con¬ 
ducted over the telephone, he 
married Rebecca Sneed. Conjugal 
visits are not allowed for lifers, so 
the marriage will not be consum¬ 
mated. 

President George W. Bush reit¬ 
erated his belief that marriage is 
between a man and a woman. But 
he continued to defer going that 
further step to embrace a consti¬ 
tutional amendment being pro¬ 
posed by some on the far right. 

“It’s time to consider what ac¬ 
tions we need to take to safeguard 
traditional marriage - including 
the possibility of a constitutional 


amendment,” Orrin Hatch (R- 
Utah), chairman of the Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee told the Desert 
Morning News. He stopped short 
of endorsing that route, however. 
He said passing an amendment “is 
easier said than done.” 

The major Democratic candi¬ 
dates for president wasted no time 
denouncing discrimination 
against gays, but they just as 
quickly dismissed the court’s rem¬ 
edy for that discrimination and 
affirmed their belief in marriage 
as being between a man and a 
woman. 

Slate’s chief political corre¬ 
spondent William Saletan, writing 
in that online journal, described 
the Democrats this way: “Faster 
than you can say ‘family values,’ 
the major Democratic candidates 
for president are running away 
from the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court’s nullification of the state’s 
ban on gay marriage. While plead¬ 
ing for tolerance, they’re falling 
over themselves to repudiate gay 
marriage.” 

Front-runner Howard Dean 
even managed to entirely avoid 
using the word “marriage” in his 
press release on the subject, even 
while touting his signing of a civil 
unions bill in Vermont when he 
was governor. 

“The Democrats have done an 
appallingly bad job of running 
round in circles on this,” gay play¬ 
wright Tony Kushner told the New 
York Times. “I think they should say, 
‘Listen: there’s the marriage you 
have in church, and there’s the mar¬ 
riage you have in City Hall with a 
license, and those laws should gov- 
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ern all people who get married. It 
has nothing to do with God.’” 

Conservative honcho Grover 
Norquist, head of Americans for 
Tax Reform, said, “If [Massachu¬ 
setts Democratic Senator] Teddy 
Kennedy thought this was a huge 
winner issue for him, he’d be on 
TV saying we must talk about this 
from now to November. If 
[Kansas GOP Senator] Sam 
Brownback through this was a 
huge issue, he’d be out holding 
press conferences saying the De¬ 
mocrats are toast. But neither 
team is jumping out.” 

Conservative David Brooks, 
writing in the New York Times on 
November 22, reviewed the facts 
that “marriage is in crisis because 
marriage, which relies on a culture 
of fidelity, is now asked to survive 
in a culture of contingency.” 

"... We’re moral creatures with 
souls, endowed with the ability to 
make covenants, such as the one 
Ruth made with Naomi: ‘Where 
you go I will go, and where you 
stay I will stay. Your people will be 
my people and your God my God. 
Where you die I will die, and there 


I will be buried.’ 

“The conservative course is not 
to banish gay people from making 
such commitments. It is to expect 
they make such commitments. We 
shouldn’t just allow gay marriage. 
We should insist on gay marriage. 
We should regard it as scandalous 
that two people could claim to 
love each other and not want to 
sanctify their love with marriage 
and fidelity.” 

Curmudgeon George W. Will 
opined that both sides of the issue 
were exaggerating the impact of 
the decision. He opposed amend¬ 
ing the constitution on the ABC 
Sunday political program This 
Week. 

“Now along come gay couples 
to rescue marriage from social and 
economic irrelevance, casting a 
queer eye on a straight institution. 
They seek it for pecuniary reasons 
- issues such as estate taxes etc. - 
but also because they seem to be 
among the last romantic,” wrote 
liberal columnist Richard Cohen 
in the Washington Post. 

“The odd thing about the op¬ 
position to gay marriage is that if 
the opponents were not so blind¬ 
ed by bigotry and fear, they would 
see that gay men and lesbians pro¬ 
vide the last, best argument for 
marriage: love and commitment,” 
he wrote. 

Noted civil rights historian 
David J. Garrow, writing in the 
November 21 edition of Newsday , 
compared the legal struggle of gays 
with that of blacks. He closed by 
noting that if the court’s 180-day 
schedule is held to, “the first same- 
sex marriage licenses in American 
history can be issued on May 17, 
2004 - the 50th anniversary of 
Brown v. Board of Education [the 
landmark school desegregation 
decision by the U.S. Supreme 
Court]. That’s quite an appropri¬ 
ate coincidence, isn’t it?” T 
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tened. 

“Twenty-five years ago, my life 
was forever changed,” Moscone’s 
daughter, Rebecca Rodolff, told 
the crowd. Rodolff was a freshman 
at the University of California, 
Berkeley, when her father was 
shot. Now 43, she is married, and 
is a parent herself. 

Describing her father as her 
role model and mentor, Rodolff 
said the march was one way to ful¬ 
fill her father’s vision. 

“We march toward our future 
in hopes of building a stronger 
and more courageous city,” she 
said. Moscone taught her to live 
passionately and courageously, she 
said, which are virtues she tries to 
instill in her daughter. 

“We must teach our children to 
be involved,” she said. 

In addition to several members 
of the Moscone family, including 
his widow, Gina, Harvey Milk’s 
nephew, Stuart Milk, was in atten¬ 
dance, and he spoke about his 
uncle’s influence on him. Milk ac¬ 
tually removed his jacket in the 
chilly evening weather, remarking 
that the environment was “warm” 
and in stark contrast to a “cold” 
right-wing discussion on gay 
rights that was broadcast earlier 
that day. 

“I agree with the right wing on 
one thing. We are different. We 
love differently. We bring to life a 
different perspective, and the 
world needs that,” said the openly 
gay Stuart Milk, adding that if 
Harvey were alive he would urge 
the community to “get off the 


sidelines.” 

Longtime activist Gwenn 
Craig, who worked on Milk’s po¬ 
litical campaigns, talked about 
Milk’s dedication and bravery, and 
also praised Ammiano for step¬ 
ping forward in the 1970s as a 
spokesman against the homopho¬ 
bic Briggs initiative, which sought 
to ban gay teachers from public 
schools. 

Ammiano took the stage im¬ 
mediately afterward, and admitted 
that when the nearby elementary 
school was still reluctant to change 
its name to the Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy, it was he and a 
few friends who painted Harvey’s 
name in red glitter. He also 
praised former Supervisor Harry 
Britt, who was thrust into the 
spotlight when he was chosen by 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein to replace 
Milk, and who continued to talk 
about gay equality despite the fact 
that “the guy who said that before 
him was murdered.” 

Courageous voices proved Dan 
White wrong, said Ammiano, by 
showing that violence does not 
work. Ammiano also took issue 
with recent rhetoric that has 
claimed the murders were not ho¬ 
mophobic. 

“Bullshit,” said Ammiano, not¬ 
ing the “petty” nature of the 
crime. “It was all about ‘I 
should’ve had, and you should not 
have had,”’ he said, adding that 
Milk was unabashedly “queer, 
queer, queer.” 

“We need to be on the alert, 
boys and girls,” said Ammiano of 
today’s conservative political cli¬ 
mate. “We can’t be complacent. 
We can’t desert George. We can’t 
desert Harvey.” T 
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Paroled Robert Noel 
avoids the limelight

he bizarre twists and turns 
of the case routinely made 
national headlines. Robert 
Noel and his wife, Marjorie 
Knoller, were fodder for the scan¬ 
dal-hungry cable TV news shows 
well before Scott Peterson and 
more recently, Michael Jackson, 
took center stage. 

Things are very different for 
Noel now. 

“Life has gotten a lot simpler,” 
he told the Bay Area Reporter last 
week in an exclusive telephone in¬ 
terview from his new home in 
Fairfield, about an hour northeast 
of San Francisco. “A lot of BS gets 
stripped away and you see what’s 
important.” 

Noel and Knoller were convict¬ 
ed of involuntary manslaughter in 
connection with the fatal dog 
mauling of San Francisco resident 
Diane Whipple in January 2001. 
Prosecutors successfully con¬ 
vinced jurors that the couple ig¬ 
nored warnings that their two 
Presa Canario dogs were danger¬ 
ous. 

Noel was paroled two months 
ago. Knoller is expected to be 
freed in March 2004. She’s serving 
more time because she’s not 


working in prison, possibly be¬ 
cause of health problems. 

As a condition of his parole, 
Noel can’t travel more than 50 
miles from Fairfield and he can’t 
return to San Francisco. 

“It’s like I’m still inside 
[prison], only the walls are just 
further away,” he explained. 

Noel told the B.A.R. that he’s 
found work and an apartment in 
Fairfield. But life is very different 
now from the days when he and 
Knoller maintained a law practice. 
Noel is not allowed to practice law 
although he is appealing to get the 
privilege back. He declined to say 
what kind of work he is doing 
now, but he said that he earns 
enough to support himself on a 
tight budget. 

“I’m a ‘Dollar Tree’ maven 
now,” he explained, reciting the 
prices of the canned goods that 
are his staple now. Noel and 
Knoller had a history of doing 
charitable legal work. He said he 
was happy that he was recently 
still able to give something back 
by donating 15 cans of pinto 
beans to a food bank. He bought 
them on sale at the dollar store at 
3 cans for a dollar. 

When he was first released, 
Noel was being housed by parole 
officials in a motel in a seedy part 
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Bangkok Remand Prison. 

According to press reports, au¬ 
thorities in Thailand arrested 
White on February 11 at the be¬ 
hest of Mexican authorities who 
have charged him with child sex 
abuse, child prostitution, and pro¬ 
viding drugs to minors. He also 
faces a civil lawsuit filed in San 
Francisco on behalf of two young 
men from the Central Valley. 

Through his attorneys, Nanci 
Clarence and Kate Dyer, White 
sent the center a letter, dated Au¬ 
gust 6, withdrawing any require¬ 
ment that his name be attached to 
the cafe. 

“Thomas White is a long¬ 
standing and committed support¬ 
er of our community center,” 
reads the letter. “Although he is 
not guilty of any crime and is con¬ 
fident he will be fully vindicated, 
he does not want his current situ¬ 
ation to have any negative impact 
on the center and its many good 


works. Accordingly, he has volun¬ 
tarily withdrawn from any nam¬ 
ing opportunities at the center, in¬ 
cluding the center’s cafe.” 

The cafe was always a mainstay 
of the plans for the center, and 
boosters of the project said it 
would play a central role in not 
only bringing people to the build¬ 
ing, but giving them a reason to 
stay. Yet when the building opened 
in the spring of 2002, the cafe did 
not. 

Under former Executive Direc¬ 
tor Brian Cheu, the cafe remained 
a missing piece. While several cafe 
owners were said to be interested 
in opening up in the building, 
their interest soon fizzled. 

After financial problems arose 
last winter, the center soon began 
laying off staff and forced out 
Cheu from the top position this 
past spring. When Lynch was 
hired this summer, he made open¬ 
ing the cafe a top priority. 

Over the last four months, cen¬ 
ter officials met with three out of 
the four cafe applicants and set- 
page 23 ► 
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of Fairfield. A reporter from the 
Sacramento Fox TV station locat¬ 
ed him there. Noel said she told 
him that she found him by knock¬ 
ing on motel doors in the area for 
two weeks. Noel agreed to talk to 
her as long as she didn’t show his 
face because he changed his ap¬ 
pearance and wanted to retain his 
anonymity. Noel said he was con¬ 
cerned that if he didn’t talk to her, 
a TV crew would camp outside 
the motel. 

Noel said he watched the inter¬ 
view broadcast through the Bay 
Area Fox station, KTVU. He said 
it inaccurately stated he was un- 
apologetic. Noel said that because 
of a gag order, he couldn’t discuss 
the case with the reporter, so the 
issue of whether he was apologetic 
wasn’t part of the discussion. 

Ironically, Noel watched the 
KTVU morning crew set up for a 
live report under the Fairfield arch 
while he was having coffee in a 
cafe across the street. He was 
happy to go unnoticed even after a 
station photographer walked past 
him. 

Noel said he has not been able 
to have any contact with his wife 
since the couple’s last joint court 
appearance in June 2002. He said 
he is fighting with the California 
Department of Corrections for 
the right to at least write to 
Knoller. The terms of his parole 
also forbid him to contact Paul 
Schneider, the couple’s adopted 
prisoner son. T

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Senate gives Clark third star

he general in charge of Fort 
| Campbell, Kentucky when 
Private First Class Barry 
Winchell was murdered in an 
antigay assault in 1999 has been 
promoted to three stars and com¬ 
mand of the Fifth Army. The Sen¬ 
ate confirmed the promotion of 
Robert T. Clark late on November 
18, some 14 months after the 
nomination was first made. 

Two senators expressed oppo¬ 
sition to the promotion from the 
floor of the Senate, while four oth¬ 
ers had comments expressing 
their objections entered into the 
record. 

“It seems clear that if General 
Clark had exercised his responsi¬ 
bility to deal with the serious anti¬ 


gay harassment that was prevalent 
at Fort Campbell during his 17 
months of command leading up 
to the murder of Private Winchell, 
the murder would probably not 
have occurred,” said Senator Ted 
Kennedy (D-Massachusetts). 

“Even more serious, however, 
was General Clark’s performance 
at Fort Campbell in the days, 
weeks, and months following the 
murder.... Instead of dealing di¬ 
rectly with the problem of anti- 
gay harassment, General Clark 
chose to deny that any problem 
existed.” 

Kennedy compared that with 
the response of commanding 
General John Keane when racist 
soldiers murdered two African 
American civilians at Fort Bragg. 
“General Keane offered very 
strong public statements against 


racism, and he implemented sen¬ 
sitivity training on the base. Gen¬ 
eral Clark did none of this.” 

He also discussed how anoth¬ 
er commander was held account¬ 
able for sexual harassment at the 
Air Force Academy. “Earlier this 
year, LTG John Dallager, the 
academy commander from 2002 
to 2003, lost his third star and re¬ 
tired as a major general because 
the secretary of the Air Force de¬ 
termined he ‘did not exercise the 
degree of leadership in this situa¬ 
tion that we expect of our com¬ 
manders.’” 

Senator Mark Dayton (D-Min- 
nesota) asked, “What kind of mes¬ 
sage [is promotion] sending” to 
gay and lesbian soldier in the mil¬ 
itary? “How are we ever going to 
change what is going on in these 
situations if no one is held ac¬ 


countable, if there is no conse¬ 
quence for not doing that a com¬ 
mander should do - what in some 
instances they are required by law 
to do?” 

In his remarks, Senator Frank 
Lautenberg (D-New Jersey) re¬ 
counted President Harry Tru¬ 
man’s phrase, “The buck stops 
here.” “Apparently, the buck did 
not stop with General Clark. In¬ 
stead of addressing the problem of 
homophobia at Fort Campbell, 
General Clark ignored it.” 

“General Clark even delayed 
meeting with Private Winchell’s 
family - despite their repeated en¬ 
treaties - for almost four years 
after his murder. I find this partic¬ 
ularly inexplicable and inexcus¬ 
able.” 

“Military promotions are usu¬ 
ally very simple to consider, and 


are rarely troublesome or contro¬ 
versial,” noted Senator Daniel 
Akaka (D-Hawaii). This was not 
the case with Clark. As a member 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, Akaka said he spent 
considerable time reviewing the 
record and “I remain concerned 
about his lack of what I believe to 
be leadership qualities that are 
necessary for today’s military 
leaders.” 

C. Dixon Osburn, executive di¬ 
rector of the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network, which led 
the fight to deny Clark his promo¬ 
tion, was “disappointed” though 
not surprised by the confirmation. 
He took solace in the fact that, 
“For the first time in history, sen¬ 
ators have closely scrutinized an 
officer’s record on preventing 
antigay harassment.” ▼

Services. “If this rate of decline 
continues, maybe we will see the 
total number in 2004 go down.” 

The city’s fight against syphilis 
is by no means over. Health offi¬ 
cials are still predicting that by the 
end of 2003, the city will have di¬ 
agnosed 760 cases of syphilis, a 
huge jump over the 500 cases seen 
in 2002. However, “the rate of in¬ 
crease we are seeing is not that 
rapid doubling anymore,” said 
Klausner, who just two months 
ago held a press conference warn¬ 
ing cases of syphilis among gay 
men were continuing to soar. 

“In September, we couldn’t 
predict that cases were going to 
continue to go down in Septem¬ 
ber and October,” Klausner told 
the Bay Area Reporter in an inter¬ 
view last week. 


The news is striking, since head¬ 
lines on Friday, November 21 
screamed that San Francisco has 
the highest rate of syphilis of any 
major city in America. Federal Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention data for 2002 released last 
week showed that the city had a 127 
percent increase in syphilis cases 
from 2001 and moved up from 
sixth place to first among 26 cities. 

But that distinction is dubious. 
While the city’s rate of 40.6 cases 
per 100,000 population places it 
atop the list, the actual number of 
reported cases of primary and sec¬ 
ondary syphilis, 315, is lower than 
what Los Angeles, New York City, 
Detroit, and Chicago saw in 2002. 

In 2002, early syphilis cases in 
the U.S. climbed for the second 
straight year, from 6,103 in 2001 
to 6,862. Dr. John Douglas, direc¬ 
tor of the CDC’s STD prevention, 
said the CDC estimates MSMs ac¬ 
count for 40 percent of all cases of 


syphilis in the United States, al¬ 
though he said “we don’t have di¬ 
rect information of sexual orien¬ 
tation.” 

During a phone conference 
with gay media last week, Douglas 
said “MSM of all races and eth¬ 
nicities are experiencing increas¬ 
es, though the rate among white 
men is the highest.” 

Dr. Ronald Valdesirri, deputy 
director of the CDC’s HIV, STD 
and TB control center, said “these 
findings suggest unprotected sex 
may have increased among gay 
and bi men, particularly among 
men infected with HIV.” 

But Douglas also suggested the 
increase in 2002 could be attrib¬ 
uted to efforts to get gay and bi 
men tested for syphilis. 

“The increases in reported 
syphilis cases may be due to com¬ 
munity-level efforts to increase 
screening for the disease,” he said 
during the phone call. “It may 
partly signal the success of screen¬ 
ing and educational efforts.” 

Increase testing 

Here in San Francisco, those 
same efforts are also leading to the 
slowing of the epidemic. Even 
with testing on the rise - 4,789 
tests were given in the third quar¬ 
ter of 2003 compared to 2,595 in 
1999 - early cases of syphilis are 
on the decline. 

The number of primary 
syphilis cases this year dropped to 
92 from 106, and secondary 
syphilis cases are at 193, a decrease 
from the 212 cases seen last year at 
this time. Early latent cases of 
syphilis have stabilized, with 174 
so far this year compared to 177 in 
2002. 

More importantly, the number 
of gay and bisexual men being di¬ 
agnosed with syphilis is also on 
the retreat. In 2002, 437 MSMs

“Though, it doesn’t hurt.”

were found to be infected with the 
STD. This year, 405 gay and bi 
men have tested positive for 
syphilis. 

Though gay and bi men con¬ 
tinue to attribute for nearly 95 
percent of syphilis cases, they are 
also being commended for help¬ 
ing to slow the local epidemic. In a 
release that coincided with the 
CDC’s report, local health officials 
attributed the community’s 
awareness of the epidemic and gay 
men getting tested as the reason 
for the reversal in rising rates. 

According to the release, gay 
and bisexual men are getting 
screened for syphilis at the high¬ 
est rates since the summer 1999 
outbreak. Klausner said less than 
1 percent of gay men had a recent 
syphilis test in 1999, whereas now 
50 percent have had a recent 
syphilis test. 

“I would like to see it higher. 
Ninety percent is what I would 
like to see,” he said. 

Much of the credit for the 
jump in testing has been given to 
the city’s Healthy Penis Cam¬ 
paign, which uses cartoons featur¬ 
ing penis and syphilis sore charac¬ 
ters to stress the importance for 
gay men to be screened for 
syphilis. The admittedly goofy 
campaign appears to be working; 
data shows that men who have 
seen the cartoons are 80 percent 
more likely to have been tested for 
syphilis. 

At Magnet, the gay men’s 
health center in the Castro, almost 
500 men have been screened for 
the STD since it opened in July. 

“Gay men have proved that 
they do care about their sexual 
health and the health of their 
partners,” said Magnet director 
Steve Gibson. “When there are a 
number of places that allow gay 
men to talk about the complexi- 


mestic violence, protecting the en¬ 
vironment, providing universal 
health care, along with ideas on 
myriad other issues facing the city. 
In an acknowledgment that one’s 
appearance has become a focus in 
the race, the mailer ends with a 
plea for voters to “Look beyond 
the image - and see the sub¬ 
stance.” 

In the showdown between the 
two men, when it comes to differ¬ 
entiating their stance on issues 
important to the gay community, 
the candidate’s responses are prac¬ 
tically mirror images. 

On selecting a new police chief, 
both have made it clear it is time 
for new leadership of the prob¬ 
lem-plagued department. Neither 
will disclose who they would 
choose to replace Chief Alex 
Fagan, who was embroiled in an 


ties of their lives and the decisions 
they make, men will come in and 
get tested. That’s especially impor¬ 
tant for HIV-positive men who 
choose not to use condoms with 
other positive men.” 

Men infected with HIV contin¬ 
ue to make up a large percentage 
of those testing positive for 
syphilis. This year, 63 percent of 
those people with syphilis also 
were HIV-positive, although that 
is a slight drop from 2002, when 
67 percent of all syphilis cases 
were among HIV-positives. 

“Because syphilis increases the 
rate of HIV transmission between 
two to five times, we are carefully 
monitoring rates of new HIV in¬ 
fection,” said Klausner. “While ef¬ 
forts to increase collaboration be¬ 
tween HIV prevention and STD 
control programs are under way, 
new and continued challenges to 
funding HIV prevention may 
hamper syphilis control efforts.” 

One effort which has yet to 
catch on is www.stdtest.org, 
Klausner’s online testing initiative. 
Since being launched this sum¬ 
mer, only 100 people have used it 
to get tested. Of those, four people 
tested positive for syphilis. 

“I still think there could be 
more people tested. They may not 
realize how easy it is and that it is 
free,” said Klausner. “They print 
out a slip, walk over to a Unilab 
and get tested. It is the fastest, eas¬ 
iest, cheapest way to get a syphilis 
test in the country.” 

Test results are available online 
in a couple days. For those who do 
test positive, there are instructions 
on where to go for treatment. 

People who are at risk and 
want to know more about STD 
screening can also call a national 
STD hotline for more informa¬ 
tion. The number is 1-800-227- 
8922. ▼ 


alleged cover-up of a fight involv¬ 
ing his son before being appoint¬ 
ed chief after Earl Sanders retired. 
While Newsom has said Fagan 
should not have been picked to 
lead the department, Gonzalez has 
said he was a good choice to fill in 
the vacancy until a new mayor is 
sworn in. 

Among gay and lesbian offi¬ 
cers, the hope is that out lesbian 
Mindy Pengel, a deputy chief in 
charge of the airport detail, is 
tapped as the nation’s first openly 
gay person to run a major city’s 
police department. While Pengel 
was mentioned as a leading choice 
by some of the other candidates 
running, neither Newsom nor 
Gonzalez have disclosed who is on 
their lists.

Hearing outlines 
lesbian health needs

n the world of targeted health¬ 
care, there are projects dedicat- 
: ed to women, and gay-specific 
efforts for men, but very few op¬ 
tions for lesbians, bisexual 
women, and transgenders. 

Even clinics like San Francis- 
. cos Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services that serve under-repre¬ 
sented women have a difficult 
time securing funding, because 
“There are no financial resources 
for women who are not bearing 
children .’’according to Lyon-Mar¬ 
tin Executive Director Doretha 
Williams-Flournoy. 

As a result, clinics like Lyon- 
Martin must fight to survive, as 
most of their patients fall below 
the poverty line and cannot afford 
to pay for their care. And without 
such specialized clinics, sexual mi¬ 
norities often forgo medical care 
because of myths around their 
screening needs and fears about 
homophobia and improper treat¬ 
ment. 

Williams-Flournoy and other 
experts in the field of lesbian 
health testified on the needs of 
what is often referred to as the “in¬ 
visible population” at a hearing 
convened by Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty last Thursday, November 
20 . 

The hearing took place before 


the board’s City Services Commit¬ 
tee and was a “first step,” accord¬ 
ing to Dufty, to raise awareness of 
specific lesbian health concerns, 
and to make a case for further 
funding of lesbian-targeted health 
initiatives. 

After visiting the University of 
California, San Francisco’s Les¬ 
bian Health Research Center earli¬ 
er this year, Dufty said he 
promised to be a public partner to 
the institution, and held the hear¬ 
ing “to draw attention to the 
unique health concerns <jf les¬ 
bians, and highlight the fact that 
the federal government is not 
doing an adequate job of gather¬ 
ing statistics based on sexual ori¬ 
entation, not to mention unlaw¬ 
fully curtailing research affecting 
lesbians and gay men.” 

Lesbians as a medical category 
are a unique and diverse group 
that may include bisexual women, 
transgenders, and women who 
partner with transgenders. One of 
the most prevalent myths about 
women who partner with women 
is that Pap smears are unneces¬ 
sary, said Williams-Flournoy, 
which means, “They are walking 
around with serious infections or 
they haven’t been screened for dis¬ 
eases like uterine cancer.” 

Lyon-Martin sees over 1,700 
patients per year, and of those, 513 
identify as lesbian, bisexual, or 
transgender. The number one rea¬ 


son for visiting the clinic is to re¬ 
ceive primary care, including Pap 
smears, because many lesbians are 
uncomfortable doing so else¬ 
where. Additionally, many female- 
to-male transgenders who do not 
identify as lesbians may still have 
biologically female anatomy, but 
may be even more reluctant to 
seek such check-ups. 

Gender expression can play a 
role in lesbian life as well; another 
speaker testified about an older 
lesbian with early Alzheimer’s 
who repeatedly ripped off her 
clothing in a mainstream care fa¬ 
cility. Thinking the woman was 
exhibiting signs of her disease, 
staff members continuously tried 
to adorn her in a dress, until a les¬ 
bian friend informed them that 
the woman had not worn a dress 
since early childhood. Once 
dressed in pajamas with slacks, the 
woman remained happily clothed. 

Ensuring a proper cultural en¬ 
vironment goes a long way toward 
making sure women get proper 
treatment, echoed Williams- 
Flournoy, who also brought up 
the example of trying to make 
overweight lesbians adopt health¬ 
ier habits. 

“The images of weight loss are 
often presented as a way to attract 
men; there are no images for les¬ 
bians,” said Williams-Flournoy. 
“And obese women can’t go into

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December 9 and then I will start 
making some determinations. 
Right now I am focused on this 
election,” said Newsom. “I have 
never thought beyond that.” 

Though he did state that, 
“Looking forward we need a 
change to the command staff. I 
am looking to find a strong leader. 
I have absolute faith I can find that 
person from within the depart¬ 
ment.” 

When asked who Gonzalez 
would tap to replace Fagan, Pearce 
failed to answer the question, in¬ 
stead stating that Newsom has 
been grandstanding on the issue. 

“Chief Fagan has, for all intents 
and purposes, been running the 
department for well over a year 
and it was only at election time 
that Gavin Newsom has an 
epiphany that Fagan is unfit to 
serve. It’s completely disingenu¬ 
ous,” he said. “Matt Gonzalez, on 
the other hand, doesn’t believe 
that in the very short time left be¬ 
fore a new mayor is sworn in, and 
will undoubtedly select his own 
appointment as police chief, it 
does not make sense in such a 
brief amount of time, a matter of 
several weeks, that we make a 
change.” 

As for filling another post, that 
of the mayor’s AIDS czar, both 
candidates see the position as crit¬ 


ically important in ensuring San 
Francisco has a voice on a nation¬ 
al level when it comes to funding 
and setting public health initia¬ 
tives. 

In a meeting with leaders of 
the city’s AIDS agencies, Newsom 
said he heard loud and clear that 
the community wanted to see the 
Mayor’s Office on AIDS revived. 
For the past two years the office 
has sat vacant as Michael Shriver, 
whom Brown appointed ta the 
position, took a medical leave of 
absence. 

“I want a strong leader with 
very formidable national influ¬ 
ence. Someone that has strong 
and broad appeal to make sure we 
are receiving the most appropriate 
funding,” said Newsom. “We can’t 
let down our guard. I imagine that 
person would come from San 
Francisco. There isn’t another city 
that has done more to advance the 
cause of HIV and AIDS.” 

Pearce said, “There is no ques¬ 
tion the AIDS czar under the 
Brown administration has not ful¬ 
filled its mission. In a Gonzalez 
administration the mayor’s AIDS 
czar would be fully utilized in sev¬ 
eral key areas, not least of which is 
helping to secure more funding 
from both Washington D.C. and 
Sacramento.” 

As for tackling crystal meth use 
among the gay community, both 
candidates have pledged to work 
alongside and support Dufty, who 
has made the issue a top priority 


since entering office last Decem¬ 
ber. 

“Supervisor Dufty has shown 
leadership and commitment on 
this issue. As mayor, I will advance 
that cause,” said Newsom, who said 
he would target dollars for treat¬ 
ment specifically to programs for 
the gay and lesbian community. 

Pearce said he had talked to 
Gonzalez at length about the 
issue, how it is “one of the top is¬ 
sues facing the gay male commu¬ 
nity. Matt has said publicly nu¬ 
merous times tha*t he fully sup¬ 
ports Supervisor Dufty’s efforts to 
curb crystal meth in the queer 
community.” 

While the answers seem the 
same, both campaigns argue that 
below the surface, the two men 
couldn’t be farther apart. 

“There are real differences in 
the mayor’s race. Gavin is a slick, 
sound bite trained politician who 
clearly has a great deal of political 
ambition,” said Pearce. “His cam¬ 
paign is a fundraising juggernaut 
and he is going to appeal to people 
on a certain level. If they are not 
really listening to what he says 
they need to be because all he does 
is fill time with empty rhetoric 
and phony promises.” 

Counters the Newsom cam¬ 
paign, “It isn’t the image that will 
make a difference - it is the ideas. 
As you consider your vote, con¬ 
sider the ideas that make Gavin 
Newsom the choice of so many 
progressive San Franciscans.” ▼

What would it be like for an 
out gay columnist to have a secre¬ 
tive romance with a closeted pro¬ 
fessional athlete? Hey, don’t ask 
me. I don’t kiss and tell. 

But former sports publicist 
Fred Shank (now public informa¬ 
tion coordinator for Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund) does, in a brisk and realistic 
novel penned with his partner, 
Chris Fisher. 

Inspired by the whirlwind of 
Out editor Brendan Lemon’s 
“mystery date,” Shank and Fisher 
decided to delve a bit deeper into 
the topic, and actually call it fic¬ 
tion. 

Using obvious experience fropi 
Shank’s work in professional 
sports promotion, the novel cap¬ 
tures the rumor-mongering and 
eventual media circus around the 
sexuality of New York Knicks star 
Matt Walker. 

The story follows Village Voice 
writer Reese Gibbons, who meets 
Walker after having barely known 
him in college. Through a train 
ride to Philadelphia, a night 
chastely sharing a hotel room 
(darn!), and their growing friend¬ 
ship in New York, Gibbons strug¬ 
gles to tune his gaydar along the 
rumors about the handsome bas¬ 
ketball star on the rise. 

Struggling with his pro-outing 
conscience as a journalist, and his 
nosy effete friends, Gibbons falls 
for the hoopster, and does eventu¬ 
ally have an affair (score!). He 
finds a few compatriots among 
Walker’s friends, and a few homo- 
phobic enemies in the stands at a 
game. 


The ensuing chess game of 
media nudges toward outing ring 
true to any New Yorker familiar 
with the always shrill and scandal- 
loving New York Post. Toward the 
end, the narrative lurches to a riv¬ 
eting pace while shifting to Walk¬ 
er’s perspective as he struggles 
with his own truths. 

Both Huddle and Out of 
Bounds are worthy additions in 
gay sports fiction. To authors 
Boyle, Shank, and Fisher, welcome 
to the subgenre. 

Wave Babes 

(Director Lisa Knox Nerulg, 
$19.99) 

Starring, co-produced, and co¬ 
written by comedian Georgia 
Ragsdale, while not at all about se¬ 
rious surfing, this showcase for the 
offbeat comedian does serve up a 
dose of sapphic silliness. 

Inspired by a weekend party 
following breakup with her hus¬ 
band, Sam (Ragsdale) and two 
former surfer gal pals attempt to 
relive their surfing days, in be¬ 
tween low-brow party shenani¬ 
gans and bed-hopping with a 
dopey hunk of a pool boy (Troy 
Casey), and an ex-girlfriend or 
two. Shot on video, and obviously 
cartoonish with its fake shark at¬ 
tacks, the style resembles PeeWees 
Playhouse meets Sex and the City 
at the Dinah Shore Classic, had 
Dinah ever surfed. 

Wrestling in the Hills of PA 
(Director Victor Rook, DVD, $39) 

Each July for the past several 
years, over 100 wrestlers of all 
styles from around the country 
(and even a few from Germany) 
make the semi-secretive trek to a 
gay campground in rural Pennsyl¬ 
vania for a weekend of outdoor 
wrestling, picnic table meals, and 
pastoral romance. 

Being pursued by a Viagra- 
popping Log Cabiner, and surrep¬ 
titiously videotaped while 
wrestling on sometimes rain- and 
mud-trampled mats have kept me 
from returning to this enclave a 
third time. But you can enjoy it 
from the warmth of your own 
home, sort of. 

This isn’t a documentary, but 
more of a BG Wrestling-style 
eroticized yet clothed foray into 
submission-style grappling set at 
Hillside. Oh, those boys could 
make a lot of noise in the late 
hours! If I could ever find a 
soundproof tent, I’d return to 
Hillside. For now, voyeurs without 
such a hardy nature can take a 
peek. 

Outside the Lines: The World of 

the Gay Athlete 

(ESPNSports VHS, $49.95) 

If you’re feeling lavish, and 
didn’t tape the ESPN special when 
it aired, you could pay retail for 
this 2000 special about “homosex¬ 
uals in athletics.” The acclaimed 
series still rings a bit lurid in tone 
to me, but it includes interviews 
with Billy Bean, David Kopay, and 
my favorite real-life high school 
gay teen jock hero, Greg Congden. 

I feel used!

tied on Constabileo and Howells 
because “they had the best busi¬ 
ness plan and the best marketing 
plan” said Lynch, who expects to 
have the lease signed on Decem¬ 
ber 14, after he returns from a 10- 
day vacation in Cancun. 

Both the couple and center of¬ 
ficials hope to have the cafe 
opened by late February or early 
March, depending on construc¬ 
tion. The cafe will have the same 
hours as the center, which is cur¬ 
rently open from noon to 10 p.m. 
Monday through Friday and from 
9 a.m. to 10 p.m. on Saturdays. 

Plans for the cafe space call for 
a couch lounge area, tables that 
will spill out onto the sidewalk 
and the center’s lobby, and an 
awning over the entrance. 

During construction, “we will 
move the front desk out over 
more toward the front doors,” said 
Lynch. “The cafe entrance will be 
through the main entrance. The 
awning will be on the inside to 
give it visibility in the lobby.” 

Along with coffee drinks, the 
cafe will serve sandwiches, salads, 
and soups. The couple also wants 


to program poetry and book read¬ 
ings as well as provide perfor¬ 
mance space for local artists. 

“One of the things we wanted 
to do was to provide a destination 
space inside the center,” said Con¬ 
stabileo. “We are supplying a place 
where community can happen.” 

For Lynch, it is another feather 
in his cap since taking on the job 
and vowing to turn the center’s 
fortunes around. In addition to 
the cafe, he has successfully 
worked with city officials to both 
create an economic development 
initiative focused on the gay com¬ 
munity and provide transitional 
housing for a queer youth pro¬ 
gram forced out of the Eureka Val¬ 
ley Recreation Center as that 
building undergoes a two-year 
renovation. 

“It’s been great,” he said of hav¬ 
ing the youth take over a bottom 
floor space in the Victorian side of 
the center. “It’s great energy. It cer¬ 
tainly makes the bottom floor 
lively.” 

With youth now calling the 
center home, Lynch is working 
with the city’s Department of 
Children and Family Services to 
find funding to hire staff to help 
with the youth program. The cen¬ 
ter has already been given $75,000 


from the mayor’s office to jump- 
start the economic development 
program, which Lynch said should 
be up and running by January. 

The center has also sold 1,000 
out of 2,100 tickets to a special 
fundraising performance of the 
Disney musical The Lion King, 
which opens in February. This 
week the classical music station 
KDFC 102.1 FM signed on to be a 
media sponsor for the event. 

“We are very happy with how 
the early sales are going,” said 
Lynch, who said people interested 
in purchasing tickets need only 
stop by the center, which is locat¬ 
ed at 1800 Market Street. 

Even more importantly the 
center is seeing a turnaround in its 
private donations. Recently, Levi 
Strauss gave $50,000 to the build¬ 
ing, bringing the total foundation 
gifts the center has received since 
October to $100,000. 

“It is improving. The first thing 
going well are foundations, cor¬ 
porate grants, and government 
giving” said Lynch. “Times are 
hard for us but I think we are 
making the turn. Individual dona¬ 
tions have not gone up substan¬ 
tially yet. We are working hard to 
try to make this a community cen¬ 
ter that the community wants.” ▼

tunity for the neighborhood and I 
really hope that we can get all po¬ 
tential sites planted,” said Perez. 
“Planting as many sites as possible 
will improve the aesthetics of the 
neighborhood, which will ulti¬ 
mately improve business.” 

Regarding the trees for the 
commercial area, Perez recom¬ 
mends the palm, saying that “it 
will not obscure signage, it’s a fast 
grower, it has no leaf litter, and it 
will be aesthetically stunning.” 
Weiss, however, disapproves of 
the palm on aesthetic grounds, 
and said that other property 
owners don’t approve of cherry 
trees. 

“Some merchants complained 
that the existing cheery trees blew 
blossoms into their stores - and 


leaves during fall - causing them 
to have to sweep more frequently,” 
he said. 

Given the disagreements, Perez 
predicts the merchants may 
choose to plant more than one 
species. 

Regardless of the tree planted, 
supporters contend the benefits 
will be great. 

“[Having trees] not only in¬ 
creases the property value, but in¬ 
creases people’s desire to come 
and shop here,” said Weiss. “Trees 
will make the Castro a more de¬ 
sirable destination.” 

Serina said he was unaware 
about the upcoming decision on 
which trees to plant until told by a 
reporter. With his group not 
meeting in December, he wasn’t 
sure if the city would wait on 
making a final determination 
until January when officials could 
meet with EVPA members. 


“I will have the person on the 
board responsible for parks and 
greenery contact DPW and ask 
them to come talk to us,” said Se¬ 
rina. But he added, “I don’t want 
to delay the tree planting. We need 
the trees on Castro Street. There 
aren’t enough trees there.” 

Other potential improvements 
for the area, as part of the Castro 
Renaissance, include painting 
light poles and trash bins, re¬ 
doing neighborhood bulletin 
boards, and new landscaping at 
Harvey Milk Plaza. 

“This is just one piece of a larg¬ 
er project,” according to Perez.

24-Hour Fitness and make the 
same type of commitment that 
other people can, because they are 
stigmatized within those facilities.” 

Hypertension and high choles¬ 
terol associated with lifestyle 
habits are other common reasons 
LBT people visit Lyon-Martin. 
And many lesbian women also 
visit the clinic for HIV and STD 
testing, as they make their livings 
in sex work, dr engage in intra¬ 
venous drug use. 

“We don’t often think of les¬ 


bians and HIV concerns,” said 
Williams-Flournoy, “but we find 
that in our clinic, it’s very com¬ 
mon.” 

Dufty summarized the hearing 
as a sort of “Lesbian Health 101” 
that will lead to further hearings 
and discussions, with the entire 
diversity of the LBT community 
invited to participate. 

Dufty has also pledged, he said, 
to fight for funding for Lyon-Mar¬ 
tin and for UCSF’s LHRC, which 
was launched a few years ago to 
“enhance clinical practice and in¬ 
form policy about the health care 
needs of and delivery of services 
to lesbians, bisexual women, and 


transgendered individuals,” ac¬ 
cording to its founders. LHRC has 
already embarked on research 
projects, and its Web site at 
www.lesbianhealthinfo.org serves 
as a “potluck” for providers and 
patients looking for the latest data. 

In order to help direct donors 
to the need for lesbian health 
funding, said Dufty, he will point 
them to the taped hearing, which 
is available under the City Services 
Committee link at www.sfgov.org 
and is viewable with RealPlayer.

From comic books to the Silver 
Screen at the Cartoon Art Museum

T he British novelist John le Carre 
once observed that the process of 
turning a novel into a movie was like 
reducing an ox to a bouillon cube. Al¬ 
though comic books and cartoon strips do 
not have the.heft of a full-length novel — 
prose and the word-balloon of comic art 
are worlds apart — lots can happen, not 
all of it good, in the transition to the 
screen. Think Daredevil, with Ben Affleck 
in that red catsuit. 

Lights, Camera, ACTION!, a new ex¬ 
hibit at the Cartoon Art Museum, looks at 
the uneven history of comics-to-movies; 
showcasing artifacts, memorabilia, story¬ 
boards and movie posters from more than 
28 films, such as Dick Tracy, Blondie, Pop- 


eye, X-Men, and The Hulk, as well as comic 
art from the books, strips and graphic 
novels that spawned them. 

The imaginative film adaptation of 
Harvey Pekar’s American Splendor, which 
chronicled the misadventures of its clini¬ 
cally depressed antihero, deftly integrated 
cartoon imagery to blur the boundaries 
between reality and the main character’s 
legend in his own mind. Pekar, like Sein¬ 
feld, mines the banal, absurd minutiae of 
existence, albeit with more anxiety and a 
less lucrative retirement package. Over the 
last 27 years, text for Pekar’s stories has 
been illustrated by underground comix 
icon Robert Crumb and other collabora¬ 
tors whose original artwork is on display.

'Christmas with the Crawfords' at the Rhino

H ow can you not warm to a 
§P!»; show where gloria in excelis 
1 I Deo comes out as “excessive 
Doris Day-o.” Yes, children, 
Christmas with the Crawfords has 
come home for the holidays, a 
show that is San Francisco’s an¬ 
swer to the holiday spectacular at 
Radio City Music Hall. 

True, we don’t have the Rock- 
ettes, but they don’t have a drag 
queen named Hedda Lettuce 
recreating Joan Crawford’s hoof¬ 
ing from Dancing Lady. Or Bette 
Davis in her Baby Jane Hudson 
guise croaking out “Santa Claus Is 
Coming, to Town.” 

The show, which imagines 
Christmas Eve 1944 at the Craw¬ 
ford manse, was born as an annu¬ 
al San Francisco attraction a 
dozen years ago. Absent from the 
local scene since 1998, it has re¬ 
turned on Theatre Rhino’s season 
as a co-production with Artfull 
Circle Theatre. 

Created by Richard Winches¬ 
ter and written by Mark Sargent, 
the 90-minute comedy has a 
built-in device that allows easy 
adaptation to the talents at hand. 
As proud Joan and her pro¬ 
grammed children do a live radio 
remote from their Brentwood liv¬ 
ing room, a stream of a celebrities 
looking for Gary Cooper’s house 
keeps barging in. Seeing the mi¬ 
crophone, they can’t resist offer¬ 
ing a song or two. 

Mae West, Shirley Temple, and 
Katharine Hepburn have been 
guests in previous editions, and 
this outing adds Hattie McDaniel 
to a mix that also includes Hedda 
Hopper, Carmen Miranda, Gloria 
Swanson, Ethel Merman, and 
Judy Garland. Not surprisingly, 
the humor can be hit and miss, 
but Donna Drake’s fast-paced 
production, which contains a sur¬ 
prising amount of choreography, 
keeps spirits high until an awk¬ 
ward conclusion. 

The NY-based Hedda Lettuce, 
the program tells us, has “emerged 
as the premiere drag comedi- 
enne/singer in the country.” Hy¬ 


perbole or not, Hedda does a nifty 
job of creating Crawford as both 
larger-than-life gargoyle and 
frightened fading star who is in 
constant battle with daughter 
Christina. Jef Valentine has the 
right spunk as the strong-willed 
Christina, while David Bicha 
spends most of his time comical¬ 
ly cowering as younger brother 
Christopher. 

Matthew Martin shows up hi¬ 
lariously as Bette Davis/Baby Jane, 
and has some good moments as 
Judy Garland (though Connie 
Champagne is sorely missed in 
these moments). Trauma Flint- 
stone, after a quick visit as one of 
the Andrews Sisters, spends most 
her time on stage as the heavily 
emoting Gloria Swanson. 

Mark Sargent gives off a pol¬ 
ished brass as Ethel Merman, and 
while Nikki Star works hard to 
find a comic key to Hattie Mc¬ 
Daniel, the character could use 
some more thought. Mark Enea is

He came out to his parents two 
years ago, who were “surprised 
but not surprised,” and who have 
always been supportive of his life 
and career. Bahorek left Wor¬ 
thington, Ohio, for college already 
something of a showbiz veteran in 
the Columbus area, frequently 
performing in community and 
high school theater. At his public 
high school, Bahorek said, theater 
was outclassed by football. 

Now Bahorek is young again, 
both by age and in terms of the 
experience that fellow performers 
bring to A Little Night Music. In 
the Sondheim-composed musi¬ 
cal, Bahorek plays the student son 
of a middle-aged lawyer who has 
a teenage bride who can’t bring 
herself to give up virginity. But the 
lawyer still loves an actress with 
whom he had a romance years 
ago, and Henrik, Bahorek’s char¬ 
acter, is smitten with his father’s 
nubile young bride. Happy end¬ 
ings, of sorts, do ensue. 

“It’s a great show to do for a 
long period of time because it’s so 
dense,” Bahorek said. “The biggest 
blessing about this extension is 
that we have a show that’s up and 
running and working, and now 
we have a week and a half of new 
rehearsals to reinvestigate things. 
You rarely get a chance to do 
that.” 

Bahorek, who turned down a 
lead in a national non-Equity tour 
of Rent to do Night Music, is in a 
happy place with all that is hap¬ 
pening. “I went to school with the 
hope of getting work, so to be a 
working actor is wonderful,” he 
said. “And to be doing that work 
in San Francisco and in a great 
show, doing it eight times a week, 
feels really good. And to work 
with consummate actors who 
have had lives and careers in the¬ 
ater, and to hang out with them 
and learn from them, invaluable.” 

A two-year personal relation¬ 
ship ended not longer after Ba¬ 
horek’s move to New York. Ba¬ 
horek is single, and maybe miss¬ 
ing the partnership, but there is a 
bright side. “I’m excited,” he said, 
“that I’m in San Francisco and 
single.”

Robert Kelley, the di¬ 
rector, worked with me 
at the audition, and it 
was a good experience.” 

Bahorek was happy 
enough to get a job at a 
classy operation like 
TheatreWorks, and his 
happiness turned even 
more gleeful when 
it was decided that 
A Little Night 
Music would be 
moving to San Francisco. 

“When I was living out of 
town on my own,” he said of the 
Mountain View run, “I was like, 
‘Oh, I miss New York.’ And when 
I’d call back there, my friends 
were, like, ‘We hope you’re enjoy¬ 
ing having a job.’” 

After graduating in the spring 
from the University of Michigan, 
in a theater program geared to¬ 
ward musical-theater in New 
York, most of his class of 20 also 
made the move East. “We’re all 
pretty close,” he said, “and in that 
sense it was an easy transition.” 

Bahorek, 23, is openly gay, and 
some of his friends don’t agree 
with that choice.

Marina de Van's unnerving 'In My Skin'

n Marina de Van’s In My Skin , 
Esther, a young Paris career 
I woman, has a fateful en¬ 
counter with her own body in the 
backyard of a townhouse where a 
business party is unfolding. 
Struck by the curiosity that killed 
the cat, Esther (played by de Van) 
stumbles over some broken glass 
and rusting equipment in the 
dark. It’s not until much later in 
her host’s bathroom that she no¬ 


tices bloody footprints in the shag 
carpet and realizes she has a nasty 
gash in her right leg. 

While most of us would im¬ 
mediately seek medical attention, 
Esther instead goes out for a so¬ 
cial drink, confessing to the young 
doctor she finally consults that it 
didn’t seem like such a big deal. 
After dressing her wound the doc¬ 
tor advises that she may need 
plastic surgery since the bloody 
gash is certain to heal unevenly 
leaving an ugly scar. 

While technically not in the 


horror genre, In My Skin , like last 
year’s French shocker, Trouble 
Every Day (from Claire Denis), 
explores the scary implications for 
a young woman who developes a 
morbid fascination with tearing at 
her own flesh. During a San Fran¬ 
cisco appearance, de.Van said she 
wasn’t directly exploring the “cut¬ 
ting” phenomenon, whereby 
young people, particularly young 
women, scar themselves as way of 
releasing social anxieties, but 
clearly In My Skin is employing 
self-mutilation as a metaphor for 
deeper social/psychic ills. 

With a considerable reputation 
already for her work with French 
sensation Francois Ozon as an 
actor ( See The Sea/Sitcom) and 
co-writer ( Under the Sand/8 
Women), de Van pulls off the 
tricky job of starring in her own 
feature film directorial debut. 

While in person de Van radi¬ 
ates a self-effacing modesty about 
the aims of her work, the camera 
finds more sinister meanings in 
the almost ghoulish intensity of 
the stare she can fix on a person 
or object of interest. If you were 
bent on remaking The Bride of 
Frankenstein, Maina de Van 
would be on a short list of ac¬ 
tresses to see. 

In Ozon’s profoundly unset¬ 
tling short film, See The Sea, de Van 
played a young vagabound, named 
Titania, who proceeds to terrorize 
an American woman, Sasha, who’s 
nursing her infant child near a re¬ 
mote beach while awaiting the re-

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turn of her French hubby. Without 
straining for effect, de Van seem- 
lessly mixed the slovenly boorish¬ 
ness of a low plains drifter with the 
dead eyes of a serial killer allowing 
Ozon to gradually amplify the vol¬ 
ume of dread in this seaside Rose¬ 
mary’s Baby. 

In In My Skin de Van’s Esther’s 
obessive tearing at her flesh is at 
first almost a sexual turn-on to 
her impossible hunky boyfriend 
(Laurent Lucas), but gradually 
both he and her co-workers' find 
being around Esther makes them 
want to scream, “Stop it!” 

My filmgoing memories as a 
child still bare the scars of classic 
blood operas like Vincent Price’s 
House of Wax and Christopher 
Lee’s tour de force flowering of 


evil in Horror of Dracula. As a kid 
I would know just when I needed 
to duck under the seat or exit for 
the lobby. As a critic catching In 
My Skin on video, I found myself 
stopping the 93-minute tape 
about every fifteen minutes as de 
Van demonstrates why the scari¬ 
est thing in life is to be a prisoner 
in your own skin. As a director de 
Van pulls off two memorable 
scenes where Esther’s orgy of self- 
mutilation takes on a fantastic 
quality. One is a complete suprise 
as she freaks out in the company 
of her boyfriend at an ATM; an¬ 
other builds in an almost 
Bunuelian manner at a formal 
business dinner where Esther 
gives a whole new meaning to the 
expression, “stick a fork in it.” ▼

dividual voices are often lost in 
the over-amplified mix. 

The setup for the show is a 
holiday party that the foursome is 
planning in their apartment/sta¬ 
ble (elaborately rendered by 
Nancy Mancias) somewhere in 
the Holy Land.

Callas on box sets

f you are gay and you love 

opera, you already know all 
1 about Maria Callas. And you 
probably own all the Greek- 
American diva’s recordings. She 
has been a gold mine for EMI 
since they first started recording 
her in 1953. Since her untimely 
death in 1977, the soprano’s stu¬ 
dio recordings have been issued 
and reissued on compact disc in 
so many different configurations 
that even collectors get confused. 

Then there are the fabled live 
“pirate” recordings, made by fa¬ 
natics who sit in the balcony, sur¬ 
rounded by coughers and rustlers, 
holding a slender microphone be¬ 
tween their legs (hence the sobri¬ 
quet “penis tapes”) to capture the 
diva in full cry. From these dubi¬ 
ous sources, we’ve all heard the 
Rome Norma she walked out of 
halfway through, the repeated 
“sextet” from Lucia at the Berlin 
Opera and infamous high E-flat 
in the Mexico City Aida. 

Several years ago, EMI had a 
brainstorm. Why let the “pirates” 
make and sell inferior live Callas 
recordings when they (EMI) 
“owned” her rights? So they de¬ 
cided to find the best possible 
sources (sometimes even from 
radio) and to issue these live per¬ 
formances commercially in hand¬ 
some Prussian blue boxes, with 
full notes, libretti, appreciations, 
photos and the most cleaned-up 
sound they could arrange. Chief 
among these many treasures are 
the 1955 Berlin Lucia di Lammer- 
rnoor, conducted by Herbert von 
Karajan; and from La Scala, La 
Sonnambula (1955), conducted 
by Leonard Bernstein, and Poliuto 
(1960), with Franco Corelli. 

Now we can add to that select 
list the two latest Callas “pirate” 
exhumations to appear on EMI, 
close to the first and last perfor¬ 
mances of her documented ca¬ 
reer: the aforementioned 1951 
Mexico City Aida (and yes, the 
high E-flat at the end of the Tri¬ 
umphal Scene will knock your 
socks off), and the 1964 Tosca 
from Covent Garden in which the 
diva was in far superior voice to 
most of her performances in that 
period. (She sang her last staged 
operas the following year.) In fact, 
I’ll go out on a limb and say that I 
prefer this Tosca to the 1953 stu¬ 


dio set conduct¬ 
ed by Victor da 
Sabata that has 
often been 
called the great- 
est-ever opera 
recording. 

The Covent 
Garden Tosca is 
conducted by 
Carlo Felice Cil- 
lario, no da 
Sabata but still 
damned excit¬ 
ing. True, there 
is an ensemble 
scramble when 
Mario (Renato 
Cioni) is 
dragged out of 
Scarpia’s cham¬ 
bers, yet that is 
one of Puccini’s 
greatest below- 
the-belt mo¬ 
ments, so why 
should it sound 
like the Vicar’s 
tea party? Callas 
is in exemplary voice throughout, 
with dark colorations and steady 
high notes. Only the C in Act III 
is abruptly cut off; all the dramat¬ 
ic accents are sensational. 

Tito Gobbi indulges in a lot of 
huffing, rasping and snarling that 
thrills most listeners, but leaves 
me cold; and if Scarpia doesn’t 
turn you on, much of the deli¬ 
ciousness of him chasing Tosca 
around the furniture in Palazzo 
Farnese loses its point. Cioni, on 
the other hand, with his Roman 
profile and luxuriant black curls, 
was as sexy as they come. His 
singing in London is probably too 
full-throated for British critics, 
but it is in keeping with the con¬ 
vincing hysteria of the perfor¬ 
mance. 

Bull’s-eye 

Aida's conductor, Oliviero de 
Fabritiis, is a marvelous lyricist, 
yet flexible enough to control a 
huge ensemble. Mario del Mona¬ 
co is the Radames, a bull in a 
China shop, yes, but what a mag¬ 
nificent bull. Mexican mezzo 
Oralia Dominguez is, the kind of 
Amneris we don’t hear anymore, 
what with lithe-voiced younger 
women like Olga Borodina and 
Dolora Zajick replacing prison- 
warden bullhorn types like 
Dominguez, Stignani and Barbi- 
eri. Giuseppe Taddei is a domi¬ 


nant Amonasro; no wonder he 
was Karajan’s favorite Italian bari¬ 
tone. 

As for Maria, I was not familiar 
with this performance. I’d never 
even heard the high E-flat, though 
I’d heard about it for years. It’s 
everything you’ve been led to be¬ 
lieve; it comes out of nowhere, it 
is not authorized by the compos¬ 
er, and it drives the audience into 
a frenzy. This is the first Aida I’ve 
heard on disc in decades that 
forced me to re-listen to scenes 
and arias; it’s so slam-bang excit¬ 
ing that at first you tend to miss 
nuances like the innocent sensu¬ 
ality of Callas’ Nile Scene, the liq¬ 
uidity of her phrasing and the 
amazing delicacy with which she 
sings much of the time — except 
in the Tomb Scene where she fi¬ 
nally decides to match del Mona¬ 
co, bellow for bellow. Only the 
prompter is louder. 

Being used to Callas in the late 
’50s and early ’60s, on those 
painful occasions when the voice 
simply refused to obey, we may 
have forgotten that she once was 
a singer whose vocalism was clas¬ 
sically pure and whose “acting” 
was not a matter of distortion or 
desperation, but of exquisite mu¬ 
sical choices. Fortunately, we have 
this Aida, in surprisingly accept¬ 
able sound considering its age, to 
remind us. ▼ 
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Songs from the Silver Screen 

From 'Lost in Translation' to Barbra's movie album 


a hidden track following The Jesus 
& Mary Chain’s “Just Like Honey.” 

Something is lost on The Movie 
Album (Columbia) by Barbra 
Streisand, but it’s not in the trans¬ 
lation. The eternal diva had the op¬ 
portunity to rekindle the magic of 
her 1985 album of Broadway 
showtunes by turning her atten¬ 
tion to the cinema, but The Movie 
Album doesn’t have the same ener¬ 
gy or sparkle. It’s surprisingly dull, 
which is the combined result of 
Streisand’s lackluster performance 
and the disappointing selection of 
material. What makes this an espe¬ 
cially half-hearted effort is 
Streisand’s track record for having 
recorded movie themes, both pop¬ 
ular (“The Summer Knows” from 
Summer of ’ 42 ) and lesser-known 
(“Ask Yourself Why” from Swim¬ 
ming Pool), from movies in which 
she didn’t even appear. 

Did we really need to hear her 
interpretation of “Smile,” a song 
recorded hundreds of times by 
others? Any Streisand fan knows 
of her longtime relationship with 
Marilyn & Alan Bergman, which 
makes her selection of the weak 
“How Do You Keep the Music 
Playing?” such a shame. The most 
recent movie tune on the album is 
“Calling You” from 1988’s Bagdad 
Cafe. Streisand’s reading is ad¬ 
mirable but overproduced, and it 
pales in comparison with the 
original Jevetta Steele version. 

Merritt badge 

The songs of Stephin Merritt 
and his bands The Magnetic 
Fields, Future Bible Heroes, and 
The 6ths, have been appearing on 
movie soundtracks for a while. 
For the soundtrack to Pieces of 
April (Nonesuch), an amusing 
feature that stars Katie Holmes, 
Patricia Clarkson and Oliver Platt, 
Merritt contributed a pair of 
songs by The 6ths. He drew three 
songs (“Epitaph for my Heart,” “I

t’s no surprise that Lost in 
i Translation, the best movie of 
the year, would have one of the 
coolest soundtracks of the year to 
accompany it. Kevin Shields of My 
Bloody Valentine is the dominant 
presence-on the Lost in Translation 
soundtrack (Emperor Norton), 


providing the solo tune “City Girl” 
as well as the atmospheric instru¬ 
mentals which made me think of 
the Diva soundtrack. Roger Joseph 
Manning, Jr. of Jellyfish and Impe¬ 
rial Drag renown and Brian Re- 
itzell of Red Kross fame, who co¬ 
produced the soundtrack, can also 
be heard collaborating on the in¬ 
strumentals. The ambient Death 
In Vegas instrumental “Girls” is 
also well-suited to the soundtrack, 
as are obscurities from French pop 
band Phoenix, Japanese band 
Happy End, French singer/song¬ 
writer Sebastien Tellier and UK 
electronic artist Squarepusher, 
which elevate the soundtrack’s 
hipness factor. Air, who were re¬ 
sponsible for the soundtrack to 
Sofia Coppola’s previous film The 
Virgin Suicides, can also be heard 
on the track “Alone In Kyoto.” Any¬ 
one who has seen the movie knows 
that the soundtrack wouldn’t be 
complete without Bill Murray’s 
karaoke rendition of Roxy Music’s 
“More .than This,” which is here as 


Think I Need a New Heart,” and 
the jaunty “The Luckiest Guy on 
the Lower East Side”) from The 
Magnetic Fields’ acclaimed 1999 
album 69 Love Songs. The real find 
on this soundtrack are the five 
previously unreleased songs. See 
the movie, buy the soundtrack. 

Mark Isham’s distinctive trum¬ 
pet-playing, heard on movie sound¬ 
tracks for nearly 20 years is the cen¬ 
terpiece of The Cooler soundtrack 


(Commotion/Koch). Featuring vo¬ 
cals by Diana Krall, Joey Fatone, 
Bobby Caldwell, and Paul Sorvino, 
Isham’s score hums and glows like a 
cool blue neon sign. 

Soundtrack reissues continue 
to be the trend. Cy Coleman wrote 
the music for Sweet Charity: Mo¬ 
tion Picture Soundtrack (Decca), 
the musical based on Fellini’s 
Nights of Cabiria which opened on 
Broadway in the mid-’60s. Shortly 


after its Broadway run, Bob Fosse 
made his movie directing debut 
with the movie version of the mu¬ 
sical. Shirley MacLaine played 
taxi-dancer-with-heart-of-gold 
Charity and got the chance to sing 
such classics as “Big Spender,” “If 
My Friends Could See Me Now,” 
and “There’s Gotta Be Something 
Better than This.” As Big Daddy, 
the late Sammy Davis, Jr. sang the

He returned opposite Taylor in 
Raintree County (’57), a plodding 
romance set in post-Civil War In¬ 
diana that made a mint. . One 
night, after drinking heavily at 
Taylor’s house, he crashed his car 
while driving home, saved from 
death by her intervention. He re¬ 
quired considerable plastic 
surgery, but completed County 
and then played one of The Young 
Lions (’58), as an American in¬ 
fantryman in World War II, with 
Brando as a German soldier. It 
wasn’t the anticipated success. 

Now billed after Taylor (but 
ahead of Katharine Hepburn), he 
was the psychiatrist in Joseph L. 
Mankiewicz’s version of Williams’ 
Suddenly, Last Summer (’59). He 
looked haggard and had difficulty 
remembering lines, but the picture 
was a smash. He was more ani¬ 
mated for Elia Kazan in Wild River 
(’60). His haunted quality made 
his cameo in 1961 ’s Judgment at 
Nuremberg the standout perfor¬ 
mance in the all-star cast (Spencer 
Tracy, Burt Lancaster, Marlene Di¬ 
etrich, Judy Garland, and Maxim¬ 
ilian Schell in an Academy Award¬ 
winning part). Clift lost the Best 
Supporting Oscar to George 
Chakiris for West Side Story. 

A tragic aura infused his work 
in John Huston’s The Misfits (’61), 
Clark Gable and Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe’s final movie. Like his co-stars, 
Clift is superb in this muddled but 
touching picture written by 
Arthur Miller. Huston made him 
Freud (’62), but the film failed 
with public and reviewers, al¬ 
though today it’s considered ex¬ 
cellent. Plagued by substance 
abuse, he did nothing until The 
Defector (’66), a German movie 
given limited release. At Taylor’s 
insistence — she posted her 
record salary as bond for his in¬ 
surance — he was cast as her clos¬ 
eted husband in Huston’s fine ver¬ 
sion of Carson McCuller’s Reflec¬ 
tions in a Golden Eye (’66), but 
died of alcoholism/heart failure 
before shooting began. Ironically, 
Brando replaced him. 

Few stars were as conflicted 
about their sexual orientation as 
Clift, and that guilt was instru¬ 
mental in his seeking escape in 
drink and drugs. Had he been 
born 40 years later, his life might 
have been happier, but his artistic 
legacy . could not have been 
greater. T

dined, instead starring in You 
Touched Me (’45) by Tennessee 
Williams and Donald Wyndham, 
based on the life of D.H. Lawrence. 
He came West for Howard Hawks’ 
epic Western, Red River (’48), with 
John Wayne, a film filled with ho¬ 
moeroticism that only Clift 
seemed to get. Made later but re¬ 
leased first, Fred Zinneman’s The 
Search cast him as a G.I. helping 
displaced children in war-ravaged 
Europe. His reviews were stellar, 
earning him a Best Actor Oscar 
nomination, which he lost to Lau¬ 
rence Olivier’s Hamlet. His notices 
were sensational for River, and, sig¬ 
nificantly, the climactic fight with 
Wayne ended in a draw. 

He was stunning as Morris 
Townsend, the gigolo hoping to 
wed Olivia de Havilland in 
William Wyler’s The Heiress (’49), 
but rejected William Holden’s role 
in Sunset Boulevard (’50), report¬ 
edly because it resembled his own 
relationship with Libby Holman, 
a wealthy songstress 15 years his 
senior. Instead, he played another 
soldier in The Big Lift, before get¬ 
ting his most famous part, the 
ambitious youth finding A Place 
in the Sun (’51). Under George 
Stevens’ direction, Clift is magnif¬ 
icent, obsessed by American 
Princess Elizabeth Taylor, aban¬ 
doning the dull factory worker 
whom he made pregnant (Shelley 
Winters). The movie was a huge 
success with critics and public, 
earning him a second Best Actor 
Nomination, but Humphrey Bog¬ 
art won for The African Queen. 
Clift and the teenage Taylor be¬ 
came lifetime friends. 

From ‘Here’ 

In ’53, he was a priest hearing a 
murder confession in Alfred 
Hitchcock’s disappointing I Con¬ 
fess, but ended the year in the 
lauded and popular From Here to 
Eternity, getting another Best 
Actor Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion, losing to Holden in Stalag

M ontgomery Clift (1920- 
66) was the first “new 
breed” post-World War II 
Hollywood star. Unlike James 
Dean, eternally frozen in youth, or 
Marlon Brando, honored for leg¬ 
endary longevity, Clift died in 
middle age, yet his influence on 
both was enormous. Handsome, 
sensitive, and virile, his best per¬ 
formances have a haunted quali¬ 
ty, perhaps infused by tortured 
feelings over being homosexual. 
One of his finest films, 1953’s 
From Here to Eternity, plays the 
Castro Theatre December 5-11. 

Born in Omaha to wealthy par¬ 
ents, the family’s fortunes fell with 
the 1929 stock market crash, and, 
at 14, he was working on stage. On 
Broadway, he appeared in, among 
others, There Shall Be No Night 
(’40) with the Lunts; and Thorn¬ 
ton Wilder’s By the Skin of Our 
Teeth (’42) with Tallulah 
Bankhead. Acclaim in Lillian Hell- 
man’s The Searching Wind (’44) 
brought movie offers, which he de-

Nicole is a very respectible 
young black woman who’s never 
been kissed, who confesses that 
she just doesn’t know how to 
loosen up. “I hate being by myself 
on Saturday nights,” she says; “like 
tonight everybody was going with 
their significant other. Where am 
I? Lying on the floor in the mid¬ 
dle of my dorm room talking to a 
camera.” 

Later Nicole will be downright 
brazen in her pursuit of a cavalier 
young man who would be a bet¬ 
ter choice as the lead in a remake 
of American Gigolo. 

The boldest character is Luis. 
Always primping, Luis fecklessly 
cuts a bald spot into his locks, and 
then throws the biggest hissy fit 
seen on cable. Uninhibited to a 
fault, Luis is ruthlessly if theatri¬ 
cally self-critical: “Sometimes I 
look at myself and I’m like, ‘You’re 
such a fag!”’ 

In the next scene he proclaims 
his own unique version of sex ed¬ 
ucation: “They always teach 
women about their vaginas; they 
always teach boys about their 
penis, right? They always exclude 
the anus, the asshole. They never 
talk about finding pleasure 
through the ass and that should 
be the primary thing because 
that’s the one thing women and 
men (both) have.” 

Of course the late-blooming 
Neil, with his Midwestern reserve 
and fear of public displays of inti¬ 
macy, and the brash Luis are on a

collision course, a impact climax¬ 
ing in a delicious boy-on-boy 
French kiss at a dorm party before 
desolving into a stormy fling. 

Freshmen Diaries, like Six Feet 
Under, also gives us the boy who 
isn’t gay. Nineteen-year-old Kyle is 
a blue-eyed, spikey red-haired 
mess. An aspiring painter and 
practicing ladies’ man, Kyle has a 
series of drunken party flings, the 
most disastrous of which finds 
him making a pass at a co-ed who 
considers them to be just good 
friends. The scene is a bit unset¬ 
tling; well short of date rape, it 
presents an uneasy view of a so¬ 
cial situation crossing the line 
from both the female and the 
male perspective, letting the view¬ 
er judge whether there was any 
foul play. 

Kyle later comes on to a room¬ 
mate in a riff on the “boy was I 
drunk last night” syndrome. 


Kyle: “Why can’t a gay guy 
think I’m cute?” 

Cole: “Maybe you should ask 
one who’s not your roommate.” 

Virtual unreality 

Unlike Survivor or MTV’s Real 
World, the dramas on Freshmen 
Diaries unfold before the cameras 
with a shocking verisimilitude. 
When Neil and Luis break up dur¬ 
ing a cell phone call, we observe 
their defensive body language, 
and although we know that most 
flings are doomed, we feel the fi¬ 
nality of Luis’ sudden realization 
that “relationships require a lot of 
hard work” and recall the 
poignancy of an earlier moment, 
before he met up with Neil, when 
Luis confessed his loneliness to his 
dorm room camera: “I wish I 
could just wear a shirt that says, 
‘Talk to me. I’ll be your friend.’” 

Like American High, Freshmen 
Diaries gives us dimensions to the 
gay male/straight female bond not 
found on Will and Grace. When 
Neil learns that a trick has been 
exposed to HIV, his best female 
friend lets him have a good cry 
before facing whatever the test re¬ 
sults may be. It’s a devastating 
moment because we’ve gotten to 
know this kid and realize how un¬ 
fair it would be if he tested posi¬ 
tive. Later Neil shares his new re¬ 
solve about the dating game in an 
aside to his camera. “It would be 
a lot easier if I was a girl because 
people would believe me when I 
say, ‘I want to wait for a deeply 
committed relationship,’ because 
it just sounds so gay.” ▼

fight for “truth, justice and the 
American Way.” Christopher 
Reeve, then an unknown, beat out 
Robert Redford for the role. Could 
Spider-man be far behind? “The 
Spider-man movie was very true 
to the character, but the Superman 
movie is why I went into this line 
of work in the first place,” says ex¬ 
hibition co-curator Andrew Fara- 
go. “Movies help remind people 
that the comics exist.” 

A reminder of how stunning- 
the artistry of comics can be is a 
dramatic, Gothic rendering for a 
1980s Batman poster, which de¬ 
picts our caped hero battling the 
Joker atop a skyscraper adorned 
with giant Viking gargoyles. Bat¬ 
man, which is now a billion-dollar 
franchise, lends itself to evocative 
staging and mood because of its 
brooding and introspective cen¬ 
tral character. The poster, a stand¬ 
out in the CAM show, was drawn 
by Walter Simonson, a former ge¬ 
ology student who planned to 
draw dinosaurs for a living until 
he found his true calling. 

Special effects 

The action-adventure comics 
genre is ideally suited for movie 
adaptation; there is a built-in fol¬ 
lowing, the 14-24-year-old male 
audience so coveted by movie stu¬ 
dios, which makes them attractive 
properties. Twenty years ago, 
those same studios may have 
shied away from expensive comic¬ 
book themes because of the diffi¬ 
culty in translating the effects but, 
now, CGI has made anything pos¬ 
sible. The real breakthrough came 
with lim Cameron’s T-2’s morph¬ 
ing technology. 

Speaking of the Terminator, 
Conan the Barbarian started out 
as pulp fiction for Weird Tales 
magazine in 1932 before it be¬ 
came a comic-book series. The 
1982 movie was a launching pad 
for its pumped-up star, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, already display¬ 
ing the leadership qualities and 


can-do attitude that would get 
him elected governor. Who knew? 

Creators are often left out of 
the profits that films yield; and, to 
add insult to poverty, they are 
rarely invited to collaborate on 
the movie production. Dave 
Stevens, creator of The Rocketeer, 
is an exception. Stevens says that 
The Rocketeer (1991) was a natur¬ 
al for film. “It was a specific world 
set in the 1930s during the De¬ 
pression, with odd-looking diners 
and airfields and period apparel, 
planes, cars and slang,” recalls 
Stevens, who had experience 
doing storyboards for Raiders of 
the Lost Ark and Michael Jackson’s 
Thriller music video. “Getting in¬ 
volved on a day-to-day basis with 
the production through post was, 
at first, a fight, because once you 
sign on the dotted line, they have 
you barred from the lot. But [di¬ 
rector] Joe Johnston’s agenda was 
to make a film that was faithful to 
the source material. That’s un¬ 
heard of.” 

The fiascoes are worthy of 
mention, too. Dale Messick’s 
Brenda Starr was turned into a 
screen travesty with Brooke 
Shields starring as the glamorous, 
flame-haired girl reporter. Un¬ 
daunted by the ineptitude of 
moviemakers, Starr continues to 
jump out of airplanes, wander 
around the tundra, cavort with 


Polynesian princesses and, when 
she has the time, fall into the mus¬ 
cular arms of a dark and danger¬ 
ously handsome mystery man. 
Ah, the life of a journalist! 

It’s difficult to resist taking 
potshots at Howard the Duck, a 
howling critical and box-office 
failure that may have kept George 
Lucas out the director’s chair for 
more than a decade. The 1986 
film, which occupies a, special 
place in the annals of cinema, jet¬ 
tisoned the satire of the Marvel 
Comics source material, and has 
the dubious distinction of being 
one of the biggest box-office flops 
in history. The duck costume 
alone cost $2 million, and the 
actor who wore it wishes to re¬ 
main anonymous. 

Howard, who fell to earth from 
a distant planet ruled by ducks 
with a philosophical bent, soon 
found himself “trapped in a world 
he never made,” Cleveland. One 
doesn’t need to be a duck to sym¬ 
pathize. Lucas and a young Tim 
Robbins lived to fight another day, 
but Howard is a duck that will live 
in infamy. T

Faux queen wins Miss Trannyshack Pageant

. ' eklina, Pippi Lovestocking, 
Juanita MORE! and many 
others of the new San Fran¬ 
cisco drag royalty - who all 
looked stunning in beautiful cou¬ 
ture by Mr. David - showed the 
world (via the cameras of a VHl 
TV crew and a few documen- 
taries-in-progress) that what 
began as a little rag-tag crew of 
down-and-out trannies at The 
Stud in 1996 has burst its 
chrysalis, emerging a spectacular 
butterfly.

Boys, the troupe of gorgeous 
hangers-on who dote on her every 
whim. Decked out in a scintillat¬ 
ing black-and-red tango outfit, 
she danced with the boys one by 
one, stroking them sensually, lift¬ 
ing their shirts, exposing their 
glistening hard abs. As the boys 
encircled her, she became the god¬ 
dess she truly is, and the crowd 
went wild with adoration. 

The first runner-up winner of 
the night was Buttlicka of 
Guerneville, whose hunky topless 
helpers in cowboy hats wheeled a 
pile of dirt onto the stage, in which 
the dirt-obsessed diva proceded to 
wallow.

an evil spirit in the opposite. By 
the end of the number, the hunks 
on stage were pouring buckets of 
dirty water over Buttlicka, and as 
a final gesture they-plopped a 
handful of squirming earthworms 
into Buttlicka’s eager mouth! 

Much more could be said, but 
alas, space prevents a complete re¬ 
counting of the wonders. Suffice 
to say, being there was a thrill.

I t’s sad news and good news for fans 
and clients of Atelier Studio 
Gallery, the chic, savvy art space 
that until recently graced the Castro, 
and now will enchant new neighbors 
and visitors as the Geras Tousignant 
Gallery in Historic Jackson Square. 

Photographer James Scott Geras 
and painter Daniel Tousignant, who 
in 1998 established Atelier Studio 
Gallery in the upstairs flat of a build¬ 
ing on Upper Market Street, in the 
heart of the bustling Castro, were 
forced from the neighborhood due to 
a spate of lawsuits targeting business¬ 
es inaccessible to disabled persons. 
Though Geras says the space had a 
grandfather clause that supposedly 
protected them against such suits, he 
and his partner were forced to settle 
and abandon the premises, a move 
they very much regret. Geras says he 
and Tousignant loved bringing to the 
Castro a space where community 
groups could hold functions, .and 
where fine art could be displayed in 
the clean, well-lighted space they cre¬ 
ated — including a splendid back gar¬ 
den — in what had been a run-down 
apartment with a weedy back lot. Any 
business thinking of moving into the 
now empty space, Geras warned, 
ought to realize the space is subject to 
costly lawsuits. 

The silver lining to the dark cloud 
is that the new Geras Tousignant 
Gallery will be opening this December, 
just in time for the holidays. 

“We will continue to represent both 
contemporary and classic traditional 
artists and offer a full range of cus¬ 
tomary and innovative works of art,” 
say the couple. “Let us assure you that 
although we are relocating from the 
Castro, our plans are to stay firmly in¬ 
volved within our community — both 
spiritually and emotionally. As we have 
done over the years, we will continue 
to support numerous associations and 
charities.” 

The Geras Tousignant Gallery will 
be displaying artists that are exclusive 
to their studio, including the world- 
renowned fashion meistro Victor Ari- 
mondi, along with Matthew Frederick, 
multitalented photographer Geras (he 
does fine art photography as his call¬ 
ing, and “Bare Chest Calendar” shots 
as a hobby), and elegant painter Tou¬ 
signant. The gallery will also feature a 
revolving new artist each month. The 
international and American artists the 
Gallery represents are on the cutting 
edge of their craft, whether it be 
through paintings, photography, 
sculpture fine glass, antique rugs, or 
18th, 19th, 8c 20th-century antiques. 

The Gallery is located at 437 Pacif¬ 
ic Avenue, between Sansome Street 
and Montgomery Street. That puts it 
'in the heart of the old Barbary Coast 
territory, in a designated Historic Dis¬ 
trict where the old brick buildings ac¬ 
commodate a thriving arts and an¬ 
tiques trade. The Gallery is fully acces¬ 
sible to persons with disabilities, Geras 
says proudly. T

A Vivid Mahler 'Resurrection

Sj n the canon of Mahler sym¬ 
phonies, probably none is 
; more universally loved than the 
Second (the Resurrection). Mahler 
fanatics will already have favorite 
CD version(s) of the piece, and if 
they were told that a particular 
one was “the only valid” version, 
there would be insurrection rather 
than resurrection. 

So DG was wise not to make 
special claims about its new CD of 
the work, with Gilbert Kaplan con¬ 
ducting the Vienna Philharmonic, 
on the cover. Still, the notes waste 
no time establishing that this is the 
first recording of the new critical 
edition of the score, which Kaplan 
and Renate Stark-Voit compiled 
from 14 sources, including, most 
importantly, the composer’s own 
conducting score, containing 
changes he made as late as 1910 
(the year before he died) and upon 
which wrote, “corrected and 
deemed to be solely valid.” 

This would matter little to 
people outside the Mahler Soci¬ 
ety, for which the edition was 
made, and a few musicologists if 
1) the changes were not audible 
and 2) the performance were not 
so exultant. But both are, and this 
almost alarmingly vivid recording 
of the piece is a must for all 
Mahlerians. 

Prejudice is its own punish¬ 
ment. I’ve steered clear of both 
live performances and the previ¬ 
ous recording of the work by Ka¬ 
plan, an investment banker who 
has devoted himself to this single 
work — mostly because this is not 
the behavior of a great conductor, 
but also because Kaplan is an in¬ 
vestment banker. So I turn out to 
be the superficial one. So what? 
This CD proves that, without any 
diminution of his mania for his 
aesthetic idee fixe, he now knows 
the symphony like no other living 
conductor. 


Under his baton, the Vienna 
Philharmonic plays as well as I 
have ever heard it play, and Ka¬ 
plan’s grasp of the Mahler idiom 
coaxes some of the most convinc¬ 
ingly Mahlerian portamentos I’ve 
heard from its strings. The nu¬ 
merous changes in the score seem 
only to have focused the players’ 
concentration, and yet they render 
the music without a hint of exag¬ 
geration. As but a single example, 
the final return of the funeral- 
march theme in the first move¬ 
ment, the score’s loudest (and one 
of its most harrowing) moments, 
emerges with crushing power, yet 
no flaying of the sonority or any 
sense of a “big moment” being ex¬ 
ploited for mere spnic thrills. 

Reality check 

The shift to the lilting Landler 
in the second movement could 
hardly make a stronger contrast, 
and the VPO lavishes a leavening 
buoyancy and transparency on it. 
The ensuing Scherzo (which 
Mahler intended to portray “Reali¬ 
ty of life returns, and the world ap¬ 
pears distorted and crazy”) accents 
the disarming contrasts in the score 
—- again, without overstating the 
“crazy” material. Just playing the 
(right) notes does the job. 

Trouble comes only with the 
fourth movement, the orchestral 
song “Urlicht” from Des Knaben 
Wunderhorn. The orchestra, 
sounding as though it is playing 
from a nearby Alpine peak, is 
transfixing. At her entrance, the 
mezzo soloist, Nadja Michael, 
proposes the right timbre for the 
song. But, before long, her capa¬ 
cious vibrato — one waver shy of 
a trill — becomes so unwieldy it 
distorts the musical line. She 
turns this profound yearning for 
death into a grotesque. 

The cauterizing repeat of the 
third movement’s “scream of an¬ 
guish” that begins the final move¬ 
ment removes the song’s bitter af¬ 
tertaste. The choral movement is

the work’s raison d'etre for many 
listeners, and Kaplan gives it its 
head without losing control. The 
music, which embraces almost 
absurdly wide expressive ex¬ 
tremes, is perfectly balanced. This 
is where the correction of some of 
Mahler’s tempo markings yields 
the greatest revelations. The dic¬ 
tion could be a notch clearer in 
the Wiener Singverein’s hushed 
entrance on the word “Auferste- 
h’n,” but the subsequent unfold¬ 
ing of this, one of the great efflo¬ 
rescences in music, is unstinting. 
Latonia Moore’s purer, soaring 



soprano offsets yet more warbling 
by Michael. 

Still, while this new recording 
is anything but soulless, it occa¬ 
sionally exhibits a sonic glare like 
the bright colors on restored or 
cleaned master paintings. Touch¬ 
ingly, listeners who like their 
Mahler Second in the bad old ver¬ 
sion also get an astounding new 
release. Testament has released a 


powerful live Mahler Second with 
the Berlin Philharmonic under 
the late Sir John Barbirolli. 
Recorded on June 3,1965, it pre¬ 
dates all Herbert von Karajan per¬ 
formances of Mahler with “his” 
orchestra, but the Berliners, who 
loved Barbirolli, serve up this Sec¬ 
ond as if it were a house specialty. 

At the heart of this monumen¬ 
tal, spiritual interpretation is Janet 
Baker’s profound “Urlicht,” satu¬ 
rated with the yearning and tone 
that are uniquely hers. The 
singing is as heavenly as the light- 
filled other world it seeks. T 


The power to uplift 

New Age music out on CD

he category of New Age and 

■ spiritual music is a catch-all, 
encompassing everything 
from transporting melodies to 
middle-of-the-road schlock sad¬ 
dled with syrupy synthesizers. The 
really good stuff is not about being 
deadening. Rather, it can serve as 
a vehicle for accessing altered 
states of consciousness, aligning 
listeners with everything from 
alpha states of deep relaxation to a 
sense of cosmic oneness. 

Crystal Bowl Healing - Steven 
Halpern (Inner Peace Music) Bay 
Area resident Steven Halpern’s 
name may be a household word 
amongst veteran New Age music 
aficionados, but there is nothing 
commonplace about this record-,, 
ing, which offers a potentially 
transformational assemblage of 
sounds and chants. 

The disc is dominated by the 
haunting overtones of quartz 
crystal bowls. Many healers use 
pure quartz crystal bowls to har¬ 
monize brain hemispheres, bal¬ 
ance the chakras, and pave the 
way for trancework. Short of the 
real thing, this disc does a re¬ 
markable job. 

Beginning with an invocation 
of sacred vowel sounds Halpern 
chanted and recorded inside the 
King’s Chamber of the Great 
Pyramid in Egypt over 20 years 
ago, the disc’s 15 selections feature 
the sounds of Crystal Tones classic 


frosted, clear, Egyptian Blue, 
Aqua, 24-K Gold and “tuning- 
fork” bowls. Occasionally one 
hears the sound of Halpern’s fist 
striking the sides of the same sar¬ 
cophagus that the Ancient Egyp¬ 
tians employed in King’s Cham¬ 
ber ritual ordinations. 

Several tracks combine the 
tones of an ancient Tibetan 
singing bowl with modern crystal 
bowl healing instruments. Classic 
Halpern synthesizer and har¬ 
monies also insinuate their way 
into some selections. 

Ikon of Eros - Sir John Tavener; 
Minnesota Orchestra and 
Chorale; Paul Goodwin, cond. 
(Reference Recordings) Gorgeous, 
mystical music with the power to 
entrance. Sir John Tavener, a fol¬ 
lower of the Greek Orthodox 
faith, writes simple, repetitive 
compositions that embody the 
spiritual essence of prayer. 

Believing that “music is liquid 
metaphysics,” Tavener creates a 
potentially mesmerizing “sense of 
sacred space.” Along with fine con¬ 
tributions from baritone Tim Krol 
(formerly of Chanticleer), strange¬ 
voiced soprano Patricia Rozario, 
and sweet-toned violinist Jorja 
Fleezanis, the chorus intones the 
Greek words for Transfiguration, 
Eros (Divine Love), Ecstasy, and 
the unending song of the Angels. 

Slowing down (sitting in si¬ 
lence by candlelight would be 
ideal) is essential to experience 
Tavener’s reverential universe. 
Unless the unending repetition of 


angelic and Greek-tinged 
melodies gets to you (some may 
suspect a paucity of musical 
imagination rather than unending 
inspiration), expect to ascend. 

The Great Stupa (Sound & Si¬ 
lence) Featuring music by Sting, 
Leonard Cohen, Joni Mitchell, 
Willie Nelson, Emmylou Harris, 
Allen Ginsberg, and a host of oth¬ 
ers, these two CDs and enhanced 
PC video come packaged with a 
beautiful hardcover book filled 
with color photos, Buddhist 
teachings, and words of wisdom. 

The set documents, celebrates 
and supports the building of The 
Great Stupa, the largest Tibetan 
shrine of its kind in the US. “The 
Great Stupa of Dharmakaya 
Which Liberates Upon Seeing” at 
Shambhala Mountain Center in 
the Rocky Mountains is an ex¬ 
pression of the universal aspira¬ 
tion for peace and harmony for all 
beings. A complete representation 
of the body, speech and mind of 
the Buddha, the Stupa was con¬ 
ceived by the late Chogyam 
Trungpa Rinpoche and built by 
his students. Situated 8,000 ft. 
above sea level and rising 108 ft. 
from its foundation, the shrine 
took 14 years to construct. 

All the music deals with 
themes of peace, liberation and 
compassion. That does not mean 
that it is devoid of darkness. In¬ 
stead it is real, human, very now, 
and quite wonderful. Equally suit¬ 
able for coffee-table, altar, and so¬ 
cializing. ▼

vintage ’60s number “The Rhythm 
of Life.” Showtune and drag 
queens everywhere can now dis¬ 
card their well-worn vinyl copies 
of Sweet Charity for this CD. 

Timed to coincide with the 
DVD release of the animated Dis¬ 
ney classic The Lion King (Disney 
Records) now includes two more 
tracks, “The Morning Report” and 
a remix of “Can You Feel the Love 
Tonight.” Five outtakes, the full 
version of “Dainty June and her 
Farmboys” and the “film version” 
of “Rose’s Turn,” are some of the 
enhancements made to the sound¬ 
track from Gypsy (Rhino/WB). 

An expert on the music of 
movie and television science-fic¬ 
tion, Neil Norman on his latest 
album Sci-Fi in Hi-Fi (Audio Fi¬ 
delity) gives his renditions of the 


themes from Star Trek Encounters, 
Star Wars, Space 1999, 2001: A 
Space Odyssey, Blade Runner, Alien, 
Battlestar Galactica and others. 

Road trips 

Soundtracks to PBS programs 
are almost always a good bet. The 
latest from documentary film¬ 
maker Ken Burns is Horatio's 
Drive: America's First Road Trip, 
about the first transcontinental 
road trip taken in an automobile, 
by Horatio Nelson Jackson in the 
early 1900s. With Tom Hanks pro¬ 
viding the voice of Jackson and 
tracks steeped in the bluegrass 
tradition, the Horatio’s Drive 
soundtrack (Columbia/ Legacy) 
truly is music for motoring. As 
part of Martin Scorcese Presents 
the Blues on PBS, the soundtracks 
to films by Clint Eastwood ( Piano 
Blues), Wim Wenders ( The Soul of 
a Man) and Charles Burnett 
(Warming by the Devil’s Fire) pro¬ 


vide the music, by both period 
and contemporary performers. 

In 1976, Oscar-winning actress 
Bette Davis released Miss Bette 
Davis (DRG), now available on CD 
for the first time. Camp of the 
highest order, the album features 
Davis performing “They’re Either 
Too Young or Too Old,” “Life Is a 
Lonely Thing,” “Until It’s Time for 
You To Go,” and “I’ve Written a Let¬ 
ter to Daddy.” The album also in¬ 
cludes dialogue from All About Eve. 

In 1972, Goldie Hawn released 
the album Goldie (DRG), also 
now available on CD. Hawn, who 
sang in the Woody Allen musical 
Everyone Says I Love You, isn’t the 
greatest singer, but she does her 
best on covers of songs by Dolly 
Parton (“My Blue Tears”), Van 
Morrison (“I Wanna Roo You”), 
Paul Stookey (“The House 
Song”), Bob Dylan (“I’ll Be Your 
Baby Tonight”) and Joni Mitchell 
(“Carey.”) ▼
